The New Land: Unmoved? 


Touching Saga— Underrated ? 


Since this seems to be the season for 
superlatives in the Phoenix, I would like 
to suggest a candidate for the ten worst 
film reviews of all time. I am referring to 
Janet Maslin’s review of The New Land, 
which has appeared (in various forms) in 
several recent issues. Rarely have I seen 
such a persistent and narrow-minded 
refusal to be moved by a film. 

Ms. Maslin has written that she was 
bored by The New Land, and that she felt 
its appeal was limited to ‘“‘closet 
ascetics.” In her preoccupation with 
specious detail (‘perpetual chopping, 
plowing, hewing,” etc.), she has managed 
to ignore the larger thematic framework 
within which these activities took place. 
These people were struggling to survive in 
an alien land; through their courage and 
perseverance in the face of hardship, they 
attained a kind of nobility. The so-called 

“normal” virtues — their humanity and 
their devotion to each other — achieve 
eloquent expression as they are 
confronted by the physical and social 
forces of the frontier. 

It is almost embarrassing to ask, Ms. 
Maslin, but could it be that such a saga 
(at once intimate and epic) does not 
touch you? Do these characters not stir a 
sympathetic response? Was their 
goodness too simple, or their heroism too 
quiet for your taste? Having dismissed 
The New Land as a movie about farming, 
these more subtle themes were bound to 
elude you. Instead you contented yourself 
with flinging out a few analytical terms 
(“motivation” and ‘“‘pace” come to mind) 
into the void and then, as a final touch, 
you compared the film unfavorably with 
its companion piece, The Emmigrants, 
which you admitted you hadn’t even 
seen! 

Such shoddy tactics fail to disguise the 
basic problem here, Ms. Maslin, which is 
that you refused to open yourself to the 
film’s possibilities. Such a failure of 
imagination would not matter in some 
lines of work (John Glenn was reportedly 
given 1000 mcg. of LSD and experienced 
nothing) — but in a film critic it assumes 
the proportions of a fatal flaw.

All the virtues you attribute to The New 
Land seem to me to have more to do with 
the film’s subject than the film itself. I’m 
sorry, but I simply didn’t think it realized 
any of those possibilities. 

I certainly never called it a movie 
“about” farming; I simply said that 
farming, child-rearing, tree-chopping 
and so forth were most of what we see, 
and that such activities were visually 
dull, at least the way Mr. Troell 
presented them. I also don’t think “pace”’ 
a particularly analytical term (slow is 
slow), and I never made any direct 
comparison between this film and its 
predecessor.

Building a Better Boston? 


On Tuesday afternoon, Jan. 22, 1 
attended an open meeting of the Boston 
City Council. The issue was Park Plaza: 
For or Against? 

Organized labor spoke for the 
development. They seek employment 
and are impatient with the three year 
delay since the project was conceived. 

The residents of the Park Square area 
spoke against the development, since it 
would destroy their residences and 
threaten their livelihood. People from 
other areas (including East Boston, 
South Boston, and the State 
Representative from Roslindale) spoke 
against what they consider a dangerous 
misuse of the state’s power of eminent 
domain. They see a precedent here which 
could destroy their neighborhoods to 
benefit a single developer. 

It is a serious error to see Park Plaza as 
the only opportunity for reconstruction in 
Boston. There are overcrowded schools 
and pitiful athletic facilities for these 
schools. There are poorly paved roads 
and an inadequate public transportation 
system. Every day incompletely 
processed metals, pesticides and human 
wastes are dumped fifteen miles off our 
North Shore beaches. These problems 
will require a lot of work. 

We should remember the 
administration of Mayor Curley. I believe 
he was more of a Robin Hood than a 


Richard Nixon. He improved municipal 
services for the public at large, not 
merely for his friends. Building new 
schools, roads, an indoor track facility, 
and a more efficient sewage disposal 
system are public works programs in the 
best Boston tradition of James Michael 
Curley. 

The Beacon Hill Brahmins are not the 
obstacle; poorly planned development is 


the real problem.

Building A Feminist Perspective

As two women who were actively. 


involved in the organization and follow- 
through of the Tea Party, and who are 
continuing in their involvement with the 
Massachusetts People’s Bicentennial 
Coalition, we wish to respond to Don 
Howey’s letter (Jan. 15) regarding women 


in PBC, and also, belatedly, to Ms. 
Lindsey’s article on the “Oil Party” (Dec. 
25). The Phoenix headline, “PBC on 
Women” was misrepresentative. Mr. 
Howey’s letter was an individual 
response, just as this is, and was not an 
official statement from the group. 

We want very much to point out that 
women are not “invited” into PBC, as 
Mr. Howey’s letter so condescendingly 
indicates, in the sense that no group is 
“invited”. Although the Washington 
group organizing the Tea Party did not 
solicit any minorities, we are now 
working to include people other than the 
straight white male. The original 
organizers (the Wash. PBC’ers) have 
gone home and local people who were also 
active in the Tea Party organization now 
remain to determine the future attitudes 
and course of PBC in Massachusetts. 

‘lhe group has changed 
Massachusetts People’s Bicentennial 
Coalition (from People’s Bicentennial 
Commission). MPBC will cooperate with 


the national PBC when we can, but we 


are not under their parental guise and 
direction. 

We are very aware of the past mistakes 
of PBC. But the fact that PBC did not 
have a feminist perspective at the Tea 
Party does not mean the MPBC will 
continue without one. 200 years ago in 
this country there were women with 
revolutionary feminist views responsive 
to their time, but they didn’t succeed. We 
see a new revolutionary feminist struggle 
today that can succeed. As women 
involved in MPBC, we need the help and 
support of our sisters to make the group 
grow to include a feminist perspective 
and not end up being @ typical straight- 
white-male-macho-left group (the grand 
coolie damn). 

Insofar as the boat action with the Tea 
Party was concerned, there was definitely 
a dearth of women. However, we feel this 


_is attributable to a societal conditioning 


of women against this sort of action, and 
not to sexism on the part of the 
Washington PBC group. One of us was at 
the first armada organization meeting, 
but dropped out only for personal 
reasons, feeling no pressure on her as a 
woman, either from the organizing group 
or the PBC committee. Nevertheless, we 
must say that we find Mr. Howey’s 
description of a woman appearing at the 
docks as “an apparent Newbury St. 
debutante” highly insulting. The colonial 
costumes worn by some of the men in the 
boats were hardly sturdy. 

We cannot really believe Ms. Lindsey’s 
lack of regret that NOW worked with 
Boston 200 and not PBC. Her anger at 
the attitudes of PBC is understandable, 
but we cannot believe that any feminist 
would see a potential with Boston 200, 
which is supported by Nixon and his 
corporate groups. It is difficult to 
envision the “official” group offering 
anything other than tokenism to any 
liberation struggle. 

We and the other women of MPBC are 
organizing ourselves as a body within the 
group. Ms. Lindsey and all the women of 
Massachusetts are urged to join us!

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Talk Shows: Running Out Conversation?

In the deepest heart of all of 
us, there is a corner in which the 
ultimate mystery of things 
works sadly.... 

— William James, 1895 

Where does the ultimate 
mystery of things work in a 
nation whose adults watch six 
and one-half hours of television 
a day? What will become of a 
generation of pre-school children 
who watch twice that much of 
the tube some days? Already the 
ingestion, rather than the 
digestion, of information has 
become paramount in most 
areas of American life; thoughts 
about the ultimate mystery, and 
all the pedestrian mysteries, 
take their place behind the daily 
diet of electronic nourishment. 
Likewise, conversation, the 
interpersonal development of 
thought, has rapidly become a 
lost art in a system in which 
information flows in only one 
direction. 

But you know all that. 

Ten years ago, the people who 
run CBS Radio were so 
impressed with this kind of 
streetcorner sociology — that 
they undertook a radical change 
in programming. WEEI, the 
CBS station on the 44th floor of 
the Prudential Tower, dumped 
its daily output of middle-of-the- 
road music, traffic reports, and 
the Art Linkletter Show in favor 
of a young promising new 
idea in broadcasting: the radio 
talk show. 

Mind you, WEEI did not 
bring the talk show to Boston; 
Sherm Feller began the genre at 
WMExX. Feller begat Jerry 
Williams, who begat Larry 
Glick, who begat Haywood 
Vincent, who begat Paul 
Benzaquin, who begat Jim 
Westover; and the begat down 
the line, until the good people of 
Boston could call a talk show to 
sell a car, swap knicknacks, hire 
a teenager for odd jobs, fight 
about sports, talk about politics, 
discuss black issues, women’s 
issues and community 
problems, share a (free) long 
distance phone call to a relative 
with other listeners, have an 
astrologer read their charts, 
have a psychic read their minds, 
have a priest from New York 
counsel them about jazz and 
religion, have a physician talk to 
them about their aches and 
pains, and even tell Eddie 
Andelman what to do with his 
ideas about the Bruins. On 
WMExX, and a few vear vears 
later on WBZ, Jerry Williams 
would insult them as a lead-in to 
Larry Glick, who would console 
them. WBZ, and later on WEEI, 
the Sports Huddle would 
alternately irritate and regale 
them. On WEE], and then later 
on WNAC, and then later on a 
suburban station no one ever 
heard of, Haywood Vincent 
would cluck knowingly and 
consolingly when they told him 
their troubles. At last, the 
electronic media worked both 
ways. And the talk show 
increased and multiplied. 

If Richard Nixon had the 
noise of trains in the night to 
comfort and attract him in his 
childhood, a Boston boy had the 
sound of talk shows. There was 
Jerry Williams, the maddening, 
husky throated late-night 
badboy of WMEX, who insulted 
his callers and refused to talk to 
people under 21. There was 
Haywood Vincent, a flash-in-the- 
pan wonder who almost became 
more popular in the afternoon 
than soap operas. Everyone 
listened to Haywood Vincent, a 
fact which he demonstrated to 
an awestruck Catholic Boston 
Audience one afternoon when 
Cardinal Cushing himself called 
in to add his two bits’ worth to 
some discussion or other. Later 
on, there was Jim Westover, who 
gave away a hamper full of 


Salada Tea products to whoever 
could answer his nightly quiz 
question. And, of course, there 
was Paul Benzaquin, who 
eventually aced out Haywood 
Vincent and became the idol of 
the afternoon. Roy, Jim and 
Gus; Paul Winter; Jonathan 
Schwartz — where are they now? 
All of them — the great names of 
middle of the road radio — fell 
victim to the talk show. The 
juggernaut rolled on; nothing 
could stop it. The talk show was 
supreme, and it became a part of 


— and did — measure my life by 
the talk shows. Beats coffee 
spoons anyday. 

CBS was the author of the 
talk show era, and CBS has 
decided to call it an age. 
Sometime in .the near but 
indetermined future, WEEI will 
become an all news station from 
5:30 a.m. to 10 p.m.; the reason 
is quite clear. The talk show is 
dead.

is you tend to get the same 
people who call over and over 
again; therefore you can’t 
attract new people and young 
people to your station.’’ People 
in cars don’t listen to talk shows; 
young people don’t listen to talk 
shows; affluent people don’t 
listen to talk shows. So, WEEI is 
trying to develop a format of 
loose, listenable news shows to 
attract the kind of audience 
advertisers like. 

The current talk show staff 


disagrees with Grimes’analysis; 
they defend the talk show, and 
they think it can work. People 
who run talk shows really do 
believe in the rhetoric about 
town meetings of the air and free 
exchange of views for everybody. 
Certainly, people who call talk 
shows, no matter how intelligent 
or idiotic their ideas, also believe 
it. But, even though the switch 


to news will cut the city’s supply » 


of talk shows in half, the reason 
the station personnel are 
contemplating a strike has 
nothing to do with the 
changeover. AFTRA, the union 
which represents WEEI’s on the 
air personalities, called the 
strike because CBS proposed a 
new contract which would allow 
them to fire at will any new 
employees hired henceforward. 
Remember all this if you spend 
the next few weeks listening to 
management personnel; 
remember also, if it interests 
you, that talk show host Arnold 
Zenker started in broadcasting 


as a management substitute for . 


Walter Cronkite. You may be 
hearing some great new talent in 
the next few days.

|Getting a Few Words in Edgewise

If the imminenet demise of 
most of WEEI’s talk schedule 
leaves you shivering in your 
boots, don’t despair just yet. 
Several other stations in town 
will still afford you the 
opportunity to be heard, ,to 
complain, to praise, or do 
whatever it is you do when you 
call a radio station. Among them 
are: 

WBUR(FM) — Every 
Monday, night, BUR presents 
What’s Right, at 8 p.m. For one 
hour, representatives of Young 
Americans for Freedom discuss 
whatever it is that makes their 
world go round, and give 
listeners the chance to call in 
and add their two bits worth. On 
Wednesday at 8, Frank Belsky 
talks for an hour with people 
ranging from Salvation Army 
members to Forest Rangers to 
God knows what, and invites the 
public to join the discussion. On 
Thursday at 8. If A Woman 
Answers gives women a chance 
to discuss issues important to 
them in what seems to be the 


only program of its kind on 
Boston radio; at 9, Gay Way 
performs a similar service for 
gay people. Saturday morning at 
9:30, Shop Talk gives serious 
radiophiles a forum for 
discussing problems and 
techniques in radio reception. 

On Friday nights, WBOS 
gives its audience a chance to 
talk back, from 11 p.m. to 1 
a.m., on Dialogue, which 
presents a general discussion of. 
burning issues of the day. 

Every weekday, Gus 
Saunders, the only relic of the 
old Roy, Jim, and Gus 
triumviarte still on the air in 
Boston, spends two and one half 
hours talking about his favorite 
subject — cooking. On Yankee 
Kitchen, from 10 to 12, he swaps 
recipes and hints with his fans; 
from noon to 12:30, on Luncheon 
With Gus, he interviews a well- 
known figure in the world of 
food, and gives his listeners the 
opportunity to join the 
discussion. 

WCRB has a talk show in the 


morning too, this one called 
Women’s World; Dave 
MacNeill, the host, interviews 
leading politicians and other 
figures in public life, but the 
show is hardly the kind of 
women’s show that WBUR’s /f a 
Woman Answers is. 

Every evening on WHDH, Avi 
Nelson runs an old: fashioned 
general discussion talk show, 
flavored by his conservative 
viewpoints; Leo Egan, who was 
deposed as the host of a sports 
talk show a few weeks ago in one 
of the most controversial moves 
in recent radio history, is 
expected to be replaced soon. 

On WRKO and WROR-FM, 
China Altman hosts Generation 
each Sunday evening. Subjects 
of discussion vary each week 
according to the “expert’’ guest 
called in to talk. After her show 
which runs from 9 to 11, WRKO 
only runs Drug Hotline, from 11 
p.m. to 3 a.m., in which experts 
counsel people — mostly young 
— about their problems with 
guess what. 


-“‘He didn’t say anything worth 


‘Doing an all night show 
disrupts your life,” the midnight 
to 5:30 talkmaster grumbles. 
“Your metabolism is off. From 
the point of view of being a 
happy human being, I’d rather 
work days.” 

Richard Nixon has just 
delivered the State of the Union 
address; after almost an hour of 
talking about it, Jim Westover 
has gotten off the air to make 
way for the CBS Mystery 
Theatre. In the studio where 
Westover and Lee do their talk 
shows, the phone lines are 
lighting up and blinking madly. 
Whether on the air or off, people 
need to talk to their talkmasters. 

“It doesn’t take much to get 
them going,” Lee observes as the 
lights blink, then, unanswered, 
go dark for a second, then blink 
again with a new call, 
‘Whenever there’s a crisis — it 
doesn’t take much, they call like 
this. Any big news story will do 
it. Callers come in cycles — it 
depends a lot on the phases of 
the moon and the weather. 
During the full moon and the 
new moon, we seem to get more 
calls, and they taper off in 
between. If there’s been a long 
string of cold weather and it gets 
warm, or the reverse, we get 
fewer callers.” 

Richard Nixon appears to 
have the same effect on some 
people that a full moon does on 
others; the phones never stop 
lighting up (Their bells, of 
course, are permanently 
disconnected). Too early for 
Bruce, too late for Jim, they 
seem to get some kind of 
satisfaction out of listening to 
the phone bell ring at their end 
of the line. 

On the 44th floor of the 
Prudential Center, the 
talkmasters (The station started 
calling them this a few years 
ago, and the name has passed 
into popular parlance) — are 
gathering, drinking coffee, 
chatting with several 
announcers and newsmen. “It 
was an idiotic speech”, says one 
of the on-the-air personalities of 
the State of the Union Message. 


remembering,’’ one of his 
colleagues chimes in. Spiro 
Agnew, God rest his soul, would 
have loved it: the media people 
dumping on his main man.

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Cases for Tenant- 


Two cases with potentially far- 
reaching implications for Boston 
tenants were presented to the 
state Supreme Judicial Court 
last week. The two, now under 
advisement by the SJC, may 
conceivably define both tenant 
protection from eviction for the 
purpose of rehabilitating 
apartments, and the rights of 
neighbors of a substandard 
dwelling to bring complaints to 
court. 

The controversy over 
rehabilitation centers on 
Boston’s waterfront, specifically 
Long Wharf, where the Berenson 
Corp., (developer of nearby 
luxury high-rise Harbor Towers) 
has been trying since January, 
1973 to evict the tenants of 20 
apartments so as to “repair” the 
units — and potentially double 
some rents. Long Wharf tenants, 
who successfully fought the case 
in Boston Housing Court, prior 
to the current Berenson appeal 
to the SJC, are represented by 
Gubernatorial candidate 
Michael Dukakis, and have been 
joined — through a friend of the 
court brief — by the Dorchester 
Tenant Action Council (DTAC). 
Tenant groups throughout 
changing city neighborhoods 
(like Dorchester near the new 
UMass, the merging middle- 
class South End and the 


Waterfront) fear wholesale 
conversion to luxury 
apartments, and further 


decrease in the inadequate 
supply of affordable housing in 
Boston. Long Wharf, where 
rents start as low as $145, is the 
last remaining low-and- 
moderate income bastion on the 
emerging Gold Coast of the 
Waterfront. 

The citizen complaint case — 
received favorably by the 
Housing Court but referred to 
the SJC by Judge Paul Garrity 
for advice — centers on a 
member of the Back Bay 
Neighborhood Assn., lawyer 
Carol Lohmann, who spotted 
what he considered unsanitary 
garbage storage in a Back Bay 
apartment. He took the case to 
Housing Court and the landlord 
was assessed a $25 fine and 
ordered to make amends. 

“This case can make it 
possible for any citizen 
concerned about keeping up 
neighborhoods to bring his 
complaint to court,’ says 
Lohmann, who notes that city 
health and building inspectors 
are notoriously slow in 
responding to complaints. 
Lohmann adds “This extends a 
citizen’s right to complain about 
dirty streets and other public 
things to what has heretofore 
been considered private 
domain.” The total elapsed time 
between Lohmann’s filing a 
complaint and the situation 
being corrected-— a mere eight 
days.

Panther Informer 


The former personal 
bodyguard of Black Panther 
leader Fred Hampton has 
testified that he was acting as a 
paid undercover F.B.I. informer 
at the time Hampton was killed 
in a raid by Chicago police in 
1969. 

Hampton’s former bodyguard, 
William O’Neal, admitted in 
testimony released in g Chicago 
civil suit that he held almost 
daily meetings with the F.B.I. 
shortly before Hampton and 
another Panther leader, Mark 
Clark, were gunned down. 

Hampton and Clark were 
killed by police in December of 
1969 during a pre-dawn raid on 
the Chicago Black Panther 
party headquarters. Although 
police claimed that the Panthers 
opened fire first, ballistics tests 
later found that police fired 
more than: 100 shots into the 
apartment, while Panther 
members apparently fired just 
once. 

Former bodyguard O'Neal. 
who has since been given a new 
identity and transferred out of 
the Chicago area by the F.B.L., 
gave his testimony with Justice 
Department cooperation in a 
civil suit filed against Chicago 
city officials. 

O’Neal states that he had 
received $100 per week from the 
Bureau, and that he had held 
almost daily meetings with 


F.B.I. special agent Roy 
Mitchell in the months 
preceding Hampton’s death. 
Former attorney general 
Ramsey Clark, who launched his 
own investigation of the 
Hampton and Mark Clark 
killings, concluded that the two 
Panthers had been “executed” 
by Chicago police. Ramsey 
Clark charged that there is 


evidence that Hampton had. 


been drugged and was asleep 
when he was shot to death. 

In his deposition, informer 
O’Neal admits to being in the 
apartment just hours before the 
police raid; but O'Neal denies 
that he had anyting to do with 
the alleged drugging of 
Hampton. 


Barring Kunstler 


Members of the New York 
City Bar Association are 
attempting to have radical 
attorney William Kunstler 
banned from practicing law. 

The Association’s grievance 
committee, acting in apparent 
violation of its own rules, has 
filed formal charges against 
Kunstler which could lead to his 
disbarment. 

The action against Kunstler 
stems from his conviction on two 
counts of contempt of court 
during the 1970 Chicago 
conspiracy trial. Kunstler is 
currently appealing his 
contempt convictions before a 


U.S. appeals court. 

The New York bar’s grievance 
committee, in pressing charges 
against Kunstler, ignores one of 
its own rules which specifically 
states that ‘no disciplinary 
action should be taken against 
an attorney while a case 
involving his alleged misconduct 
is still pending before the 
courts.’’ The statute was 
included, says the bar’s own 
handbook, because ‘“‘an appeals 
court may later exonerate (the 
attorney) completely.” 

Kunstler, who is currently 
defending leaders of the 
Wounded Knee take-over, has 
asked for a recess in the trial so 
that he can defend himself. 

When asked about the 
unusually quick action taken by 
the bar against Kunstler, one 
member of the grievance 
committee told the New York 
Times: “I may not like him, but 
we treated Mr. Kunstler hadlv.”

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One of the Few Trucks to Pull Inat Alan's Truck Stop in Amesbury

ON THE ROAD TO 


NEWARK — Last Tuesday in 
Revere, Alan had pulled up 
under the steel rigging, shut 
down, and jumped from the cab. 
Muffled tight, he scrunched his 
shoulders and shrank into the 
_ parka like a turtle into shell as 
he sloshed around the truck, 
swung onto the ladder and 
climbed to the gas and oil 
loading deck. He grabbed the 
grounding clamp, slipped it to a 
‘dome, and dragged the eight- 
inch loading pipe over to dip it 
and let the big Great Dane tank 
drink its fill. If it’s liquid from a 
petroleum base, Alan can never 
get enough of it. The big Gibbs 
Oil tanks along the water in 
Revere are his main depot, 
although these days you get gas 
where and when you can. 

He topped off at 7800 gallons 
and swung the overhead pipe 
back with the liquid “paycheck” 
oozing off the long snout. The 
harbor wind through the tanks 
would have made the 
abominable snowman shiver 
and we both felt pink and blue 
as we climbed into the cab and 
he kicked over the big 
Kenworth, wrenched and 
battered the stick into the-first 
of 13 gears, and moved the rig 
out onto C-1 with the 318 
Detroit snorting and the 
transmission chewing granite, 
spitting marbles and howling 
like a banshee. 

“She holds 9000 gallons,’ he 
talk-shouted to me over the 
racket, reaching for the radio to 
turn up the volume of the 
piercing inexplicable AM 
screech in my left ear, “but I'll 
be damned if I was gonna stand 
out there and baby it in 
tonight!” Although not a trucker 

proper, as a Truck Stop man 
Alan is in the culture; he comes 
in with the rig for gas or oil 


nearly daily and fills out the rest: 


of the hours normal people sleep 
and work dealing with the 
truckers at the Stop and 
listening to the tough-luck tales 
of the beggarly “‘four-wheelers” 
who try to bury their parents 
three times a week for an extra 
bucks worth of gas. Alan works 
at “‘Alan’s’’, a big truck stop in 
Amesbury on Route 495. 
Trucking folk have standards 
for entry into their world and 
Aland meets most of the key 
requirements. He could 
appreciate, or at least 
understand, a man growing 
eloquent over a 1693T Kenworth 


“Cat,” backed with an RTO 
12513 trans and SQHD rear 
axles. He works long hours and 
has a wife at home, alone hours 
that would make most women 
scream with frustration. 

He didn’t tell me at the time, 
but our midnight voyage up 93 
was a “slosh ride,”’ the worst of 
the trade. With the oil rolling in 
the tanks on the grades, the cab 
was slammed with an irregular 
punch from the rear and it rolled 
on the waves of oil with the grace 
of an inner tube in the February 
North Atlantic. As in most 
‘“*tractor” cabs, the driver has an 
air seat which softens the 
bruisers, but the passenger seat 
was solid to the frame and must 
have been installed shortly after 
they removed the electric chairs 
from Sing Sing. Something kept 
hitting my lower ribs like Frazier 
desperate at Ali, but it was from 
the inside and I think it was my 
kidneys. The normal vibrations 
of the engine shakes the body 
from feet to the waist like a 
heavy duty vibrator. Truckers 
probably brag so much to 
reassure themselves that 
everything is operative. 


The Truckers’ Strike 


It was Tuesday, and a “‘semi”’ 
or trailer rig dragging a tank ona 


main highway Tuesday night 
was in the middle of the Great 
Trucker’s Strike. The 
independent truck owner- 
drivers went out on strike on 
Jan. 31, as they had promised 
for weeks they would, and the 
nation was getting a taste of the 
stranglehold truckers have on 
the transportation of food and 
goods throughout the country. 
Untold thousands of the 
independents were out, 


protesting a confusing blend of 


pure politics, energy politics, 
fuel costs and shortage. 

While Massathusetts is home 
base for relatively few 
independents and thus escaped 
much of the frustrated anger of 
the strikers, the cutting edge of 
the shutdown was scattered 
terrorist violence and rampant 
rumors on the highways aimed 
at frightening all truckers — 
independents and non-striking 
Teamsters — “off, down, and 
closed up shut.” 

The thoughtful reaction was 
to squint and crouch a bit as an 
overpass flashed overhead. 
Quickly you learned that you 
couldn’t see saboteurs if they 
were up there, and in the dark 
there wasn’t a chance in hell to 
spot a brick or a coke bottle full 
of sand dangling from a string 


just high enough for a car to go 
under and just low enough to get 
the front windshield of a 


barrelling Kenworth or Mack. 


The truckers’ squeeze was 


_ coming in on New England from 


the heartlands from the West 
and South; the police reported 
carloads of strikers coming in 
from out of state to help locals 
put the squeeze in 
Massachusetts. Still, compared 
to other states it had been mild. 
A few incidents. Striker’s 
waving shotguns at drivers on 
the road. A billyclub found 
dangling from a over-pass in the 
early morning. Stones tossed 
from the overpasses. Sunday, a 
truck had pulled into Alan’s 
with shotgun holes in the cab. 


Another had come in with the_ 


front windshield out. 


Herb Marland, a_ teamster 
“company driver’ coming in 
from the strikers’ tinderbox in 
Ohio bound for the Subler 
Company’s Biddeford, Me., 
depot had been forced to pull 
over in Tewksbury heading 
north on 495. Three men jumped 
from a car with shotguns and 
told Marland to climb down, 
they didn’t want to hurt him but 
they were going to shoot up the 
truck. Marland stomped the gas

and took off. The car chased 
him, passed him, and pulled 
ahead. At the overpass in 
Haverhill where route 125 
crossed 495 they were waiting. 
They dropped a metal meathook, 
of the sort used to hang beef in 
freight trucks and it went 
through the windshield. 
Marland was cut but kept 
control of the truck. He pulled in 
and called for ‘Smokey Bear,” 
the State Police, who escorted 
him to Alan’s 

There wasn’t one of the 
several dozen company drivers | 
talked with who said he was 
going to argue with any striker 
with a shotgun, but Marland 
epitomized the slef-image of 
truckers on both sides of the 
strike when, after telling his 
tale, he climbed back into his rig 
and jockeyed his 18-wheels 
through a snow storm with no 
windshield to deliver his load in 
Biddeford before he checked in 
at a hospital to have his cuts 
patched. Wednesday, another 
carload of strikers pulled up 
beside a rig on 91 and waved a 
shotgun at the driver, but he 
kept going, cut off on an exit and 
pulled up in front of the 
Springfield police station. 
Gallows Humor 

At the truck stops was a lot of 
gallows humor. Before I crewed 
with Alan on the fuel run a 
trucker leaned over to tell me 
with a grin, “Talk is that some 
strikers are thinkin’ if they put a 
couple shots into a gas truck it 
would convince a lot of drivers to 
stay off the road.”’ And send a 
driver to ride Kahoutek and 
leave a 200-foot hole in the 


-highway! When I asked Alan if I 


could ride with him he said I 
could if I wasn’t afraid. | made 
no guarantees, but the truth was 
we had a peaceful ride and after 
a while the fact that I was 
getting seasick in an oil truck 
distracted me even from the 
overpasses. 

Alan’s is at the end of the exit 
150 cloverleaf in Amesbury off 
495; a tower of neon that blinked 
the basic ‘‘GAS’’ at the 
highway, 10 pumps, a diner, a 
bar, a motel and acres cleared 
for 18 wheelers out back. It’s a 
complete truck stop, tailored for 
big wheel business, with free 
showers and a truckers’ lounge 
for drivers. Normally, the lot is 
filled with 40 or 50 trucks parked 
for an evening, but with the 
strike there were only five when I

Richard Nixon’s unlikely 
State of the Union pledge to 
protect the constitutional right 
of privacy of all Americans has 
far from satisfied Massachusetts 
Gov. Francis Sargent. 


Sargent, whose six-month 
battle against the FBI’s 
National Crime Information 
Center (NCIC) citizen data 
bank has pushed the privacy 
issue to national attention, 
decided last week to begin a 
federal court suit and a citizen 
petition drive to force 
immediate changes in the 
nationwide computer hook-up. 


Sargent will go to Washington 
late this month to appear as a co- 
plaintiff with the American 
Civil Liberties Union in the suit 
against Atty. Gen. William 
Saxbe asking that five 


immediate constitutional” 


sagfeguards be incorporated into 
the system which may 
eventually supply information 
on 60 million citizens to 50,000 
police agencies. 


Sargent will also appear 
before Sen. Sam Ervin’s Senate 
Subcommittee on Consti- 
tutional Rights to speak 
in favor of near-airtight Ervin 
legislation controlling computer 
files. The Ervin legislation 
would close major loopholes that 
the Justice Department 
proposal alluded to in the State 
of the Union address leaves 


petition last August from 
Sargent and the ACLU to then- 
Attorney General Elliot 
Richardson documenting NCIC 
abuses. Richardson’s promises, 
just before his departure, to 
establish such regulations 
resulted in the Nixon/Justice 
Department proposals. 

Neither Sargent or the ACLU 
totally disagrees with that 
legislation, which was filed over 
objections from the FBI and 
Defense Department. The 
Justice bill, like Ervin’s, would 
require periodic updating of 
computer files — a response to 
the disclosure that the files now 
include arrest records of persons 
unconvicted of crimes, 
information often used as a 
means of discrimination in 
employment and credit. The 
Justice bill would also establish 
the citizen right to review a file 
and require sealing of files more 
than seven years old — proposals 
attacked by FBI Director 
Clarence Campbell who has said 
the NCIC needs only 
minimal changes.

ACLU lawyer Sarah Carey, who 
will handle the Sargent privacy 
court case, “was in kindergarten 
six months ago as far as privacy- 
consciousness goes. Thanks to

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Rays Hope: Turning With Solar Energy 


By Sharon Basco 


We're running out of gas to 
heat the Hub. as everybody 
knows and there’s been a lot of 
talk about leashing solar and 
wind power to take over when 
fossil fuels are gone. But there’s 
some question as to how this can 
be done in a city where most of 
the buildings are geared for oil 
and gas heat. 

“There are about 67 million 
buildings in America,’”’ Sean 


Wellesley-Miller, a_ solar, 


researcher, says in his thick 
British accent. “And even in 
1990 nearly two-thirds of our 
buildings will be old ones.” 
Wellesley-Miller, visiting 
assistant professor in the 
department of architecture at 
MIT, says that our fantasies for 
the future usually fall in the 
category of the economically 
impossible. We won’t suddenly 
find ourselves living in 
structures familiar to all who've 
seen ‘‘Sleeper’’ or other 
futurisite flicks. We'll have to 
develop heating devices that will 
fit under the eaves, on the rooves 


or on the walls of old buildings. 

Can it be done? No one 
disputes the fact that solar, 
wind, tidal and other alternate 
energy sources will someday be 
used throughout the country. 
But the cities have special 
problems which scientists like 
Wellesley-Miller say they can 
solve. The biggest problem is 
space. 

“We're designing systems that 
can be fitted up anywhere in the 
country,”’ Wellesley-Miller said. 
‘Some situations are more 
difficult than others. In Boston, 
for example, we've got 
considerations like snowloads, 
and the fact that we need 
collecting space other than just 
the rooves of buildings. We’re 
developing a solar water heater 


that fits under the eaves of 


Boston structures, on the 
outside of the houses. I should 
imagine it will market for about 
$176, but it really hasn’t been 
priced out yet. 

“This device will be fitted to 
the proper sun’s angle, and 


tacked underneath the eaves of 
the house so that it doesn’t have 
to go necessarily on the roof, or 
take up wall space.” 

Other heating and energy 
systems are in development 
stages in laboratories and 
universities around the world. 
Such a device as the solar water 
heater that fits under the eaves 
of old buildings will have to be 
the rule. The market some two 
decades from now will be for 
solar collectors adaptable to the 
old buildings that two-thirds of 


~ us will still be occupying. Yet 


even after we’ve adapted our 
city homes to alternative energy 
systems there are more special 
problems to be dealt with by 
metropolitan dwellers: pollution 
and sun rights. 


“To a certain extent you'll be 
really much more aware of 
pollution when you have solar 
energy because it cuts down 
transmission inside of a city by 
about 10 percent. That means 
quite simply. that less sunlight 
can come through as a result of

than you would in the clean air 
of the countryside for the same 
heat output. Just because of 
pollution,’’ Wellesley-Miller 
explained. 

Thus, everyone will have to be 
concerned when renting an 
apartment not only with the 
view and the roaches, but with 
the amount of possible solar 
(ray) collecting space offered. 
And then, of course, you have to 
worry about the neighbors. 
Wellesley-Miller gave an 
example of this dilemma: 

‘*Solar energy will be 
interesting because of its legal 
consequences. There have 
already been a couple of funny 
stories along those lines. This 
solar thing will bring on a lot of 
messes. 

“One story I’ve heard — I 
believe it’s in Houston that they 
built one of those buildings like 
the John Hancock, with very 
reflective glass. But just to the 
south of that was another 
building. Now this second 
building already had the sun 
hitting it directly, but now it has 
the sun also going behind and 
hitting the mirror-like new 
building which was then 
reflecting its light back onto the 
old building. So the old building 
got double the heatload, its air- 
conditioning costs went out of 
sight, and everybody inside had 
two shadows.” Result: lawsuit 
for sun rights. 

Imagine your own case. 
You’ve just invested a lot of 
money installing solar collectors 
in your house. Then somebody 
to the sun-side of you builds a 
highrise. Suddenly you’ve lost a 
lot of money. There are no laws 
or precedents for the lawsuit 
you’d bring against your 
highrise neighbor; not yet. But 
in England the whole thing is 
already solved. The British have 
rights to sunlight, or 
compensation for it if it is taken 
away. Their laws were passed for 
health reasons some 20 years 
ago, but they’ll serve well in 
sunshine rights disputes and 
just may be the model for 
development of sunlight- 
oriented regulations here. 

The changeover from fossil 
fuels to alternate energy is 
inevitable, but as with any form 
of change, human resistance to 
it is high. We’ve been spoiled for 
the past few decades into 
believing that fuel was smelly 
black stuff that grew in 
monsterous trucks and 
nourished our houses through 
long umbilical cords. Now they 
tell us the placenta is drying up. 
Heck. We protest, throw 
tantrums, and assist the oil 
industry by seeing long-term 
conservation as the answer. 
Conservation is a solution that 
will last us, at most, for 30 years. 
In the meantime we must 
prepare the replacements; and 
they are the energy that can be 
drawn or collected from the 
tides, the wind, and the sun. 

Sadly enough, the planning 
and decisions that will bring us 
energy replacements are being 
systematically avoided. 

“We're just trying to find our 
way on short term economics 
without looking at the social and 
cultural consequences,’’ 
Wellesley-Miller laments. 
‘‘We’re pre-empting the 
decisions we'll be able to take

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arrived, with others drifting in 
and out over the night. With 
bourbon, scotch, diesel and 
coffee it had all the essentials. 

Brown Sugar was at the bar. 
He had heard of my trip and 
when he finished laughing he 
explained to me what a “slosh 
ride’ was and why I felt like I 
had just been mugged. He was a 
tall handsome black with a loose 
friendly smile and flecks of grey 
in a close afro and sideburns. 
Lady Bee was beside him, one 
hand over on his knee. Lady Bee 
was a “flag girl,’’ a driver who 
pilots a car with flashing lights 
and warning signs for extra wide 
trailer loads. ‘“‘She’s one of our 
Sisters of the Road,” explained 
Brown Sugar as he introduced 
me, “we watch out for them just 
like we do for another truckers.” 
Lady Bee turned and smiled at 
Brown Sugar with a very 
unsisterly glance. 

I drank and talked for a 
couple hours with Brown Sugar 
and a dozen other truckers who 
passed through the stop. Brown 
Sugar was the only one who said 
he was independent. The others 
were mostly company men, 
subjected to be fired if they 


didn’t ride. Many companies. 


they said, had sharply curtailed 
shipment in the face of the strike 


and the widespread threats of 


violence. Everyone who went 
through the truck stop that 
night openly admitted being 
afraid. ‘““They wave a shotgun at 
me,” said one teamster, ‘they 
can have the rig. I just hope they 
give me a chance to get out.” 


- £ffective Rumor 


The strikers have a big 
advantage in that the men 
they’re trying to frighten know 
them, not personally perhaps, 


but a truck driver knows the sort 
of men who are truck drivers. He 
knows there are many capable of 
violence. He knows that most 
truck drivers carry a gun in the 
cab. Rumor and the scattered 
incidents of violence so far have 
been remarkable effective. 

Brown Sugar said he had gone 
on strike two days himself, but 
had gone back on the road 
because he had a contract for 
deliveries that allowed him to 
cover his expenses. If he lost 
that, he said, he may lose the 
rig. He was taking off at 4 a.m. 
the next morning, heading north 
for Bangor then home to the wife 
and three kids in New Jersey. 

Independent truck drivers like 
Brown Sugar may well be the 
last American cowboys. Among 
what other group of Americans 
could you find a nationwide 
strike, relatively unorganized 
and largely spontaneous, with 
the newspapers quoting, and 
presidential aides negotiating 
with, strike leaders known as the 
“River Rat’? and ‘Minnesota 
Red”’ and a dozen with similar: 
epithets? The nicknames come 
from the citizen-band radio 
culture that the truckers have 
developed over the last decade; 
nearly all the independents have 
the radio and CB channel 10 has 
become the trucker’s band, full 
of voices rapping out a sing-song 
trucker’s jive full of pseudo- 
obscenities and codes that tiptoe 
around the CB regulations and 
the big ear of the FCC that’s 
always listening. 

The independent truckers are 
just that, independent; non- 
teamster, non-union. Guys (and 
a few women) who. have 
somehow managed to finance a 
$40,000 or $50,000 rig and 
engage in cutthroat competition 
against each other and the large 
trucking companies and the 
railroads for the extra loads they 
need to get their five, six or 
seven hundred dollar monthly 
payment on the rig and make a 


profit. Until recently, it was a 
profitable business, with drivers 
clearing $300-$400 a week if they 
were willing to chain themselves 
to the wheel and work the hours. 
(Working extra hours as an 
independent entails something 
more than cutting lunch, it often 
meant pushing past the 
Interstate Commerce 
Commission — I.C.C. or 
“Iceman” in trucker jive — long- 
haul regulations which limit 
them to ten hours driving in a 15- 
hour working day.) 


thing; the price of diesel oil has 
climbed from around 26 cents a 
gallon to 51 cents a gallon, and 
the shortage on top of that often 
makes it impossible for a trucker 
to fill his 150 gal. tank for a long 
haul. Instead, he often has to 
jump from truck stop to truck 
stop begging fuel, waiting in 
lines, and his money is his time. 
And on trucks where you can’t 
hit fuel-saving overdrive until 
you’re cruising at 65 MPH, the 
new speed regulations are 
murder.

over all expenses. It took this 
sort of economic chaos (and the 
relatively new CB culture) to 
make this strike or shutdown by 
the independents possible. 
They’re independent 
businessmen; the manners are 
working class, but each is his 
own boss, and in the strike 
they’ve got something closer to a 
general strike of separate 
businessmen than the 
traditional employee union 
strike. Because there is no 
central bargaining authority, 


Today, even cutting all the 
corners, running illegally heavy 
as many independents do 
(cutting off the highway to avoid 
the Iceman’s scales), driving 
hours that would make the 
layman “four wheeler” blink 
with amazement, most of the 
independents are up against the 
wall. Many who have to run legit 
just can’t make it. Fuel is the big 


Independent truckers have 
seen their income cut often by 
two-thirds; and for many, that’s 
the government cutting the 
wheels right out from under 
them, they can’t make a living 
and some can barely meet 
payments. Brown Sugar, cutting 
all the corners and breaking all 
the laws, said in five days of 
heavy travel he has cleared $130 


this will be a difficult strike to 
settle. There are numerous 
subfactions within the in- 
dependents, various versions of 
the demands; any concessions 
the government can make for 
settlement will probably still 
leave large bitter factions in the 
industry feeling left out and 
betrayed. Without central

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leadership, the strike has 
aquired a life of its own; with no 
voices on the truckers side able 
to compromise for all. 

Nixon’s diesel oil price freeze 
announced Tuesday will help 
few, merely stabilizing costs; the 
high prices and general shortage 
still chokes them. (No group is 
more sure that the energy 
shortage is phoney than the 
truck drivers.) The freight 
surcharge suggested by the 
administration will gladden the 
drivers who have leased out 
themselves and their trucks 
under contract, but does nothing 
for the “gypsies” who bid on 
most of their loads. Just as the 
big oil companies are squeezing 
out the cut rate independent 
gasoline stations, the big 
trucking firms which can buy oil 
in bulk are in an increasingly 
better position to kill off the 
independents’ industry. If there 
really is a fuel shortage, perhaps 
that sort of transition is 
inevitable. The hand-to-mouth 
independents can’t survive the 
demand for increased 
capitalization. 

But that sort of transition 
would take time. In the 
independents’ makeshift 
organization and strike, they 
have slashed out and short- 
circuited the economic 
Darwinism. While they are still 
vitally needed for the nation’s 
transport of raw materials, 
manufactured products and 
foodstuffs, they have withheld 
service and cast a major threat 
over the economy. 

The only thing that seems 
likely to really ‘‘settle’’ the 
strike seems to be a diesel price 
rollback and government action 


to either “discover” that there is. 


no energy crisis or allocate 


‘sufficient fuel so the truckers 


don’t have to worry about it. In 
essence, they’re demanding the 
government bring back 1972 by 
fiat. Can’t be done? Well, point 
out truckers, the railroad 
industry — their prime 
competitor — has been 
subsidized to “live in the past” 
for decades. The test of this 
strike is whether the 
independents can organize 
tightly enough to wield political 
clout comparable to that of the 
rail industry; new power, never 
tested, matched against old 
power, long established. Odds 
would seem to say that the 
strikers will splinter under the 
pressure; but those who forecast 
trucker unity, when they talk of 
the government withholding the 
major concessions, drop intc 
language that seems awkwardly 
inappropriate for the largely 
white, largely middle-class and 
conservative, middle-aged truck 
drivers. 
Trapped, Confused 

“If the government doesn’t act 
to meet our needs,” intoned 
Roger Galloway of Overdrive, 
the largest trucker magazine 
and a major force behind the 
strike, ‘“‘we’re going to have 
something of a revolution in this 
country. These men are trapped. 
bewildered and confused. And if 
you take a man who is broke, 
hungry, and mad anyhow; and 
then you take that man and 
multiply him by thousands and 
keep him trapped, that leads to 
catastrophy!”’

“Breaker, breaker, breaker. 

“Is that you Sneaky Pete? 
This is the Kitty Kat with Hot 
Lips behind.” You out there 
Sneaky Pete? 


Kitty Kat turned to me with 
a smile on her face, ‘‘That 
Sneaky Pete, Jesus, how that 
man drives,” then she lifted the 
CB mike again and her voice 
dropped into the sultriest sexiest 


tone, “Come on, Sneaky Pete, 
the Kitty Kat’s readin’ your 
mail...” 

“Hiya Kitty Kat,’’ came the 
squeaky answer, ‘‘This is 
Sneaky Pete on a big ole’ 
dieselmobile...”’ 

“Aw, its the wrong Sneaky 
Pete.” ‘‘Where’s you’re base 20, 
Sneaky Pete? 

“Base 20 is Florida, Kitty. 
Mercy you got a cotton pickin’ 
rig there?” 

“Negatory. This is the Kitty 
Kat and Hot Lips from Maine 
Escort. We're with a wide rig 
heading for Philadelphia.” 

“Mercy, Mercy, Gal, are you 
by golly. Y’all do take care and 
watch the overpasses.” 

“A big 10-4. We're going to 
lose you, so the Kitty Kat is 
going to purr you some 88s and 
have a nice day. 
This 
is the Kitty Kat and she’s on the 
side, definitely on the side, she’s 
copying the mail, she is. . . 
Brrrrrrrrrowwwwww! 


Kitty Kat and Hot Lips had 
passed through Alan’s at six 
a.m. and found me still waiting 
for Brown Sugar who was going 
to pick me up at 4 and let me 
ride north then down to Jersey 
with him. They had taken pity 
on me and being a little jittery 
themselves about driving alone 
during the strike they had 
offered to take me along. I rode 
with Kitty Kat. They were 
expert flag girls and were 
making things much easier for 
Harold who was pushing an 


eighteen wheeler with a 21-ton_ 


chunk of steel 14 feet wide down 
to the Sun Shipyard in Chester, 
Pa. Like most of the flag girls, 
they were middle-aged, divorced 
and supporting a family. And 
they were pure sex on the radio. 


“MMMMmmmn ... Yeah! 
Thank’s Kitty!’ said Sneaky 
Pete, a 18 wheeler heading 
north. “I’m goin’ inta Boston 
and drop for a couple of hours, 


then I'll be back down this way 
to catch up with y'all...” 


We were coming out of 
Danbury and crossing from 
Connecticut into New York 
State on 84 after nine hours of 
tedious and uneventful 
maneuvering like tugs around 
an aircraft carrier to block and 
then release traffic around 
Harold’s heavy rolling rig. 


“Wellll, Kitty said to Sneaky 
Pete, her voice oiled with sleek 
regret and invitation, “we'll be 
ahead of you, I’m afraid, but you 
just give the Kitty Kat a growl 
and she'll pull over and wait for 
you, yeah, she'll wait for you. 
Bddrrrrrrrrowww! Kitty Kat's 
on the side...” 


“See,” the Kitty Kat smiled 
at me, “I told you, it really turns 
them on,” and laughed. 

The men who chose the 
trucker’s road are something of a 
breed apart, attracted more by a 
thousand miles of open highway 
than the homestead bed. Those, 
like Harold on the big rig we 
escort, who travel with no radio, 
CB or AM, for hundreds of slow 
miles, sometimes get a little 
nervous and miss a gear if they 
have a passenger for a, while. 
After 30 years, something deep 
in a man can get pretty much in 
synch with a 10-speed Maxidyne 
on a big Mack and an 
interminable stretch of asphalt. 
An intrusion, although not 
unwelcomed every couple years, 
is just that, an intrusion. 


Honor on Both Sides 


There is honor on both sides of 
this strike. Company teamster 
drivers have to bring a rig out 
when ordered or they’re fired — 
although many of the companies 
are holding back on shipments 
in the most violent-prone strike 
areas of Pennsylvania and Ohio 
for the safety of their drivers. 
Both sides know fear. The 
drivers on the road fear unseen 
unexpected uncontrollable 


violence from the strikers, 
perhaps a bullet or a brick 
through the windshield. And 
many of the independents are 
only interested in picketing or 
blockading company depots; 
they’re not out to kill, although 
they’re probably not against 
lesser violent acts. The 
independents are fighting for 
their survival, and as they get 
desperate the tighter they’ll try 
to squeeze the highways and the 
more of them will be willing to 
go any lengths. 

And the way this strike is set 
up, it seems inevitable that even 
if government concessions bring 
some back into the road, there 
will be ragged factions still 
hanging out there, desperate. 

The tension has eased as the 
hours go by and we have hit no 
trouble. The strike seemed to be 
on the road rather than on the 
overpasses, truck traffic is very 
very light here in New York 
State. But we keep getting 
incident reports, from a 
scattering of truckers who were 
willing to use their radios. 
Trucks burned in Ohio. A 
“shanty shaker” (mobile home 
tractor) picked up a stone in 
Connecticut near Hartford. 
Fatal shooting in Delaware — 
number two! Watch the 
overpasses. Be sure you close 
down at night. They tried to 
blow up a cottonpickin’ bridge 
on the Penn Turnpike! 
Shootings out west, down south 
and up north. A trucker killed in 
central Pennsylvania when some 
cottonpickers dropped a 700 lb. 
manhole cover onto his tractor! 
“Don’t give out you 10-20. And 
don’t give out Smoky’s 20 either, 
you might need him.”’ There is 
no way to tell what is rumor and 
what is true, but our ride is quiet 
on a road swept nearly truck-less 
by the frustrated angry hate of 
the striking independents. 

Even CB Channel 10, the 
repository of truckin’ culture, is 
full of dead air.

It’s Sullivan and Sullivan in 
Cambridge with the election by 
the City Council of Walter 
Sullivan as Mayor and James 
Leo Sullivan (no relation) as 
City Manager. Both politicians 
of long standing — having held 
the posts before — the Mayor is 
the son of Mickey ‘“‘The Dude”’ 
Sullivan, also a onetime 
Cambridge Mayor, and brother 
of Edward J. Sullivan, Chief 
Clerk of Middlesex Superior 
Court. 

Although Walter Sullivan is 
consistently the largest vote- 
getter in City Council elections, 
repeatedly mesmerizing a 
broadbased constituency, he is 
no friend to the working class 
and poor of Cambridge. He has 
been an outspoken opponent, for 
example, of rent control, in 1969 
ordering the arrest of tenants 
involved in a rent-related 
protest. The Mayor is thought to 
covet his new job because he 
needs visibility for an upcoming 
race against Middlesex County 
Sheriff John Buckley. While he 
poses as a populist, Sullivan 
apparently rubs shoulders with 
the elite. His most generous 
listed campaign contributor in 
1971 was the late Eli Goldston, 
Eastern Gas and Fuel executive, 
according to researchers at the 
Cambridge Tenants Organizing 
Committee. 

James Leo Sullivan, too, has 
time and again fought rent 
control in Lowell, where he held 
for four years the same post of 
City Manager. In 1969, he ruled 
a rent control referendum off the 
ballot. In September, 1972, he 
refused the Lowell Housing 
Authority’s request that it be 
sold city-owned land to be used 
for public housing, on the 
grounds that the dwellings 
would not produce taxes. 

The new Sullivan & Sullivan 
combination was voted in not 
only by the conservatives on the 
City Council, but also by 
liberals of the Cambridge Civic 
Association/Grass Roots 
Organization coalition, who ran 
last November on a strong pro- 
rent control platform. Barbara 
Ackermann, Frank Duehay, 
Saundra Graham and David 
Wiley all at one time advertised 
this as a major difference 
between themselves and the 


independents.

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Coal Miners Digging Infor a Long Strike

None of this was supposed to 
happen. The lofty prophets of 
post-industrial society had 
assured us that problems of 
scarcity and industrial conflict 
were archaic. The future was 
scheduled to be a computerized 
arrangement, not an altered 
version of the past. But post- 
industrial society is an idea 
whose time has never come and 
no power on earth can start it. 
The pivot of events has turned 
honored professors from seers 
into elementary novelists, 
producing scenarios without plot 
or characters. The New Man by 
all serious reckoning was to be in 
the image of Robert McNamara, 
not that of Arnold Miller, the 
new president of the United 
Mine Workers of America, a 
lung-diseased old-timer. The 


technostructure and its steely — 


spokesmen are being cheated by 
the age of falling expectations. 
In Britain, the sun is 
beginning to set on the 
motherland itself. Coal miners, 
paid $57 a week, have voted to 
strike. The Tory government 
previous to this decisive crunch 
had put everyone on a three-day 
work-week, trying to revive the 
jolly spirit of siege. The Heath 
government has declined to 
meet the miners at the 
bargaining table, or on the 
beaches, landing grounds, fields, 
streets, and hills; it seems to 
prefer a developing class 
struggle to momentary 
concessions. The British 
confrontation may be a model 
for the American future. The 
American counterparts to the 
British miners comprehend the 
ominous situation. “We just 
sent $5000 to the National 
Union of Mine Workers in 
Britain in support of their efforts 
and to counteract the viscious

propaganda compaign against 
them,” Don Stillman, the editor 
of the United Mine Workers 
Journal, told me. “I think we’ll 
see a similar attempt to break a 
strike here as in Britain. The 
press in the coalfields is already 
cranking up against 

There has not been an 
industry-wide coal strike since 
the forties. The UMW, under 
the domineering leadership of 
John L. Lewis, was then the 
single most powerful force in 
labor. The miners were the only 
group to eschew the no-strike 
pledge during World War II. 
They faced down both Roosevelt 
and ‘Truman’s threats of army 
intervention and reaped the 
reward; by 1949 the miners were 
the highest paid industrial 
workers in the country. 
hard times soon 
followed. The UMW was in 
disarray during the corrupt reign 
of Tony Boyle, now a decrepit 
defendant in the Yablonski 
murder case. The demand for 
coal also declined and was 
replaced by oil, a cheap, 
plentiful and cleaner fuel. The 
membership of the union 
declined by more than three- 
quarters, reflecting the 
fluctuating needs of the 
economy. Appalachia became a 
setting against which liberal 
politicians could express 
sympathy for the poor. Many 
reputations and one President 
were made on benign concern. 
The miners provided a helpful 
springboard to the main chance. 
“What could be done for these 
people?’’ a_ peripetetic 
campaigner might inquire. To 
the distress of the coal owners, 
the miners started pulling 
themselves up by the 
bootstraps. By 1973, a rank and 
file movement had established

democratic control in the union 
and prepared to raise living 
standards in the time honored 
way. 

Coal contracts expire in 
November, 1974, and there is a 
high probability that the 
toughest strike in nearly 30 years 
will take place. Don Stillman 
says, “There is a good chance for 
a strike. We’re prepared for one. 
The rank and file is willing to 
endure a tough strike. They are 
aware that their leverage is at a 
high.’’ Coal has suddenly 
become a precious commodity 
again. The oil shortage, false or 
not, has forced a return to 
former sources of energy. The 
revival of the UMW comes at a 
propitious time. ““The nation is 
going to need more coal because 
of the contrived oil shortage,”’ 
says Stillman. However, the 
increasing demand for the black- 
rock places the individual miner 
in personal danger. ‘You can’t 
open a deep mine overnight. It 
takes three years. So the coal 
companies are going to put 
pressure on the miners to work 
faster and harder. Rather than 
being in a good position, we are 
in a dangerous one,” Stillman 
explains. 

The priority demand of the 
UMW in the coming negotiating 
sessions will revolve around the 
issue of safety. The Journal 
editor says, ‘The first thing that 
we need is greater protection 
from the hazards of the 
workplace. A man is being killed 
every other day in the coal 
mines. We have to stop the 
slaughter. The health and safety 
of our members must be 
protected by a new contract. We 
have to have provisions where 
we can walk off the job if the 
mines are unsafe. Wages don’t 


Among the other demands of 
the miners are a sick pay plan, a 
disability plan, a cost of living 
escalator and increased 
pensions. Presently, none of 
these benefits exist for the 
miners and the top pension for a 
man who has spent his working 
life underground is $150 a 
month. 

The most innovative demand 
of the UMW, if met by the coal 
operators, would dramatically 
improve safety conditions in the 
mines and increase 
employment. “We're going to 
ask for a six-hour day with no 
cut in pay,” says Stillman. 
“There would then be four shifts 
instead of three. One shift would 
become a mandatory safety 
shift. The miners on that shift 
would examine the mines for 
any hazards. Also, if you’re in 
the mines only six hours a day 
breathing dust it is better than 
being there for eight hours and 
your fatigue level is less. 
Employment in Appalachia 
would be higher with an 
additional shift put on. The way 
we figure it, at least half of the 
executives of the companies put 
in a six hour day, so there is real 
equity to the demand. This is 
the direction that we want to 
head in.” 

Those who will sit across from 
the UMW representatives at the 
negotiating table will not be the 
local coal operators who 
controlled the company stores, 
as in the past. The miners will 
be presenting their demands to 
the oilmen who were yesterday 
swearing before a Senate 
committee that the energy crisis 
is indeed actual. The strategy of 
the major oil companies in the 
energy crisis is multifaceted and 
they insured, before it began, 
that they held all of the aces. 


During the 1960s oil companies 
and other outside corporations 
bought 11 of the top 15 coal 
producers. The future of coal is 
even more firmly determined as 
16 of the top 17 holders of coal 
reserves are oil companies, 
railroads, steel and meta! 
interests. The oil companies 
control of ‘coal allows them to 
play one energy resource off 
against another in a profits 
contest. While oil may be 
withheld from the market the 
price of coal skyrockets. Once 
coal prices level off, oil might 
flow more freely. For steel, metal 
and weapon conglomerates, coal 
is an extremely valuable 
holding. These corporations are 
the main consumers of their own 
coal, which they sell to 
themselves at exorbitant prices 
and show the profits in the coal 
division, where there is a special 
depletion allowance of up to 50 
percent. State welfare is readily 
dispensed to the large 
corporations. And the American 
Petroleum Institute continues to 
explain the energy crisis as a 
natural shortage, almost a 
divine act. 

Don Stillman says, ‘We are 
going to be negotiating with the 
giant oil companies. The oil 
companies are socially 
irresponsible and have had 
enormous profits. We have to 
restore the basic right of the 
workers to a decent wage and a 
safe workplace.” 

If there is a strike the federal 
government will probably 
intervene, not only through 
forced arbitrators and 
injunctions but also possibly 
through an intimidating 
exhibition of military might. 
The situation in Britain may be 
a preview of what may occur

began Sargent’s NCIC stand — 
Massachusetts remains the only 
state not in the system. Last 
summer, the Defense 
Department sued the 
Commonwealth to see police 
records which new state law 
(Ch. 805, 1972) denies access to 
for anyone but police. The suit 
was dropped after intervention 
from Elliot Richardson. 

Despite the high visibility of 
the Sargent privacy stand (a 
Washington Post editorial 
credited Massachusetts with 
raising the entire issue), success 
of any legislation is by no means 
assured. Nixon, notes Andy 
Klein, may see the issue as a 
good post-Watergate image 
healer, and Presidentially- 
endorsed legislation has a way of 
clearing Congress. 

“The mere filing of any 
legislation — either Nixon’s or 
Ervin’s — is meaningless,” says 
Sarah Carey. ‘‘There’s ne 
guarantee, at this point, that 
anything will pass.” 


It is that thinking which 
motivates the court suit, due to 
be filed after expiration of a 30- 
day deadline included in a Jan. 
23 letter to Atty. Gen. Saxbe 
and asking for immediate 
changes in the NCIC. (To date. 
the FBI has done nothing in the 
face of bad NCIC publicity 


beyond granting a citizen right 
to view his file — little help to 
those who don’t know files have 
been kept on them.) 

Sargent hopes the petition 
drive which will begin this week 
will improve chances of a court 
hearing. 

“When I first got into this I 
didn’t have any idea that there 
was so much grass roots support 
for the ideas.” Sargent says, who 
has received mail from around 
the country, including 15 other 
Governors, lauding his action. 

Aide Klein says that “the 
involvement of citizens will 
make the case look like more 
than just the Governor and 
ACLU. A judge will be more 
likely to look at it.” 

The petition will say of the 
FBI computer system: “Though 
the stated purpose of these 
information systems namely 
better tracking of criminal 
offenders to prevent crime, is 
laudable, without strong 
controls and safeguards, they 
constitute a dangerous threat to 
individual privacy, consti- 
tutional rights and civil 
liberties of all American 
citizens.” 


The File Changes 


The suit itself, paralleling last 
August’s petition to Richardson, 
will ask five immediate changes 
in the NCIC — in effect, 
dismemberment of the system 
until abuses are corrected.

Even as Nixon-backed 
legislation was filed, abuses 
continued to surface in the 
NCIC. 

Sargent’s office received the 
following story last week from 


syndicated columnist Lowell 
Ponte, a California-based, 
genefally conservative writer. A 
Ponte column in the Anaheim 
Bulletin documented abuses in 
the NCIC that go beyond the 
computerized criminal histories, 
the subject of the Sargent ACLU 
suit. Ponte charged that the 


NCIC “keeps tabs on potential 
subversives, journalists, and . . 
even ‘pre-criminals” — school 
children of kindergarten age or 
older who showed what teachers 
judged ‘the propensity to riot or 
committ criminal acts.”” 

A week after the column 
appeared, FBI agents visited the 
publisher of the Bulletin (who 
invited Ponte to be present). 
The agents, according to a later 
Ponte column, asserted that 
Ponte’s charges were false, 
saying “because our computers 
have safeguards’. But, writes 
Ponte, “they did not explain 
these safeguards in any detail 
despite questions about how 
anyone knowing an electronic 
access code could tap into 
them.” 

Ponte reports further that he 
was refused access to any file the 
FBI might maintain on him, 
despite the December regulation 
promulgated by Director Kelley 
authorizing such access. 

Columnist Ponte asks the 
questions: “Is this a case of FBI 
intimidation,” It is a question 
that would be well put to the 
President, who would allow FBI 
intelligence-gathering to 
continue.

delay those decisions the less 
you have to work with. 

“It costs an awful lot of money 
to get fusion going, for 
example,” he says, “And it takes 
an awful lot of energy too. If you 
don’t have the energy (fossil 
fuels) to get energy (fusion) then 
. . » you’ve had it. You've pre- 
empted that choice if you've 
waited until the supply of fossil 
fuel is gone, if you wait another 
30 years, you see.” 

The use to which we put our 
remaining fuel is of the greatest 
importance to the standard of 
living we can expect when that 
fuel is gone. 

“The choices we’re making 
now, about our energy basis, 
have social consequences for the 
future of the whole of society. I 
think that realization should 
and could raise some public 
consciousness fairly quickly. 
Amazingly enough, if it does, it 
will be about the first time in 
history. This where-are-we- 
going- sort of business will have 
to come to a head within the 
next seven to ten years.” 

As new buildings are 
constructed, scientists say, a 
new attitude on the part of 
contractors will have to be 
present. While the shape, 


systems and materials of 
buildings change, so must the 
thinking of people who actually 
construct them. 


“A disadvantage today is the 
way housing is built,”” Wellesley- 
Miller explains. ‘““You do it on 
the lowest dollar cost — you 
know, first cost, capital cost. A 
contractor who is building a 
house doesn’t care a damn what 
your bill is every year for energy. 
He’s just concerned about what 
the ‘square foot cost is, so he can 
make a profit. 


“What we have to change is 
this very limited concept. 
Somehow we have to get into the 
idea of life cycle costing, which 
means looking at the economics 
of upkeep over a whole lifetime, 
and not just’ the first capital 
costs of building.” 


Eventually, we have to hope, 
the necessary decisions will be 
made on a grand scale to change 
to workable alternate energy 
systems. In the meantime we 
have to work on changing our 
olde phantasies about buzzing 
around in magically-powered 
vehicles and living in plexiglass 
houses where the climate is 
perfect and the violets always 
get the right exposure to the sun. 
Moreover, what needs reshaping 
is our human tendency to be (as 
Wellesley-Miller puts it) “a 
great deal stronger on romance 
than we are on economics and 
thermodynamics.”

You 
should find out how much the improvements you're considering 
will increase your property’s value, if you hope to be able to 
recover the cost of the improvements should you ever sell your 
home. Make sure the improvements you're planning won't price 
your property right out of the neighborhood. If you’re in doubt, 
you can consult with any responsible real estate broker, who will 
evaluate the improvements you're planning for a reasonable fee. 

Who should do the job? Many of us consider ourselves to be 
fairly handy around the house. If you really feel you have the 
expertise and the tools to do the job properly yourself (and if you 
can afford to pay someone later to correct any mistakes you 
might make), then by all means go ahead. But remember: you 
wouldn’t expect the carpenter to do your job at work, so think 
carefully before tackling his. 

The alternative, which most people take, is to hire a contrac- 
tor. You'll want to contact several, so you can compare their 
estimates for the work. You should give each contractor a 
written description of all the work you want done. This can 
help avoid costly confusion later. Be certain the contractor you 
choose to do the job is reputable as well as reasonable. Ideally, 
he should estimate the cost of the job ona firm and detailed bid 
basis. Any reputable contractor will be happy to furnish 
references from completed jobs, so don't hesitate to ask. 

It may be helpful to discuss your plans with a friend or neigh- 
bor who’s had similar improvements made. He may be able to 
save you considerable time and expense by telling you how he 
got the work done, and what he would do if he had to doit over 
today. 

How pay for it? There are several ways. If you currently 
have a mortgage, you may be able to have it rewritten to cover 
the cost of the improvements. But you’l] probably have to pay a 
higher interest rate on the money you need for improvements as 
well as the mortgage balance you still owe. Consider this 
approach only if you’re contemplating major and very costly 
additions to your property, or your present economic situation 
requires that you spread the cost of improvements over a long 
period of time, or your present mortgage balance is low enough 
to provide comfortable new payments with the addition of 
the cost of the improvements. 

An alternative method is to borrow on a second mortgage. 
This should be done only with a lenderin whom you can have — 
complete confidence; and on long terms including interest rates 
that are favorable. If there is no mortgage on the property now, 
you might at least find out what the total costs would be to 
borrow ona first mortgage. 

It is usually more economical to finance improvements with 
ahome improvement loan. While the interest rate will be higher 
than on a mortgage, there are no legal fees or other closing costs 
involved, and the repayment schedule is shorter. Most banks 
offer home improvement loans at a lower interest rate than that 
charged on personal loans, with a longer period for repayment 
(usually up to60 months). Home improvement loans usually 
provide the borrower with credit life insurance at no charge, 
which automatically pays the loan in full in the event of the 
borrower’s death. Since interest rates on home improvement 
loans differ from bank to bank, it’s wise to shop around. The 
bank that holds your present mortgage is a good place to start. 

In terms of interest rates, the most economical home improve- 
ment loan is the Federal Housing Administration (FHA) Title I 
loan. Depending on the amount you borrow and the length of 
the repayment schedule you select, the effective annual interest 
rate can vary from 8% to 10%. Not all banks handle FHA Title I 
loans; some prefer their own plans which provide less paper- 
work and better returns for them, and credit life insurance 
for you. 

FHA Title I loans must be made according to FHA regula- 
tions, under which most, but not all, types of home improve- 
ments qualify. The maximum allowable FHA Title I loan fora 
single family residence is $5000, with amaximum repaymert 
period of seven years. The major portion of the loan is guaran- 
teed by the FHA, which is why lenders do not provide credit life 
insurance with FHA loans. 

You should protect the money you’re investing in improve- 
ments by inspecting the work in various stages of completion. 
This is the time to speak up if you’re not satisfied or wish to 
make changes. Be certain that the entire job meets with your 
approval before you pay the contractor in full. By taking these 
steps, you can eliminate a lot of headaches and end up with 
improvements in which you can take pride.

Medics Repressed

Chilean doctors, nurses, and 
other health workers have been 
added to the increasingly long 
list of victims of the bloody 
Sept. 11 military coup in that 
country. According to reports 
from Chile, the dictatorship 
headed by General Augusto 
Pinochet recently focused its 
repression against medical 
workers who supported the 
health policies of President 
Allende’s Popular Unity 
government. 

These attacks have taken a 
variety of forms, according to 
the Emergency Committee to 
Save Chilean Health Workers 
recently established in New 
York by doctors and other 
health workers. In December 
they reported that after the 
coup, Public Health Schools 
were put under military control, 
neighborhood health centers in 
poor urban and rural areas 
were closed, doctors were shot 
for training Mapuche Indians as 
health workers and sociology 
had been eliminated as an 
academic discipline and as a 
profession. 

In addition this medical 
committee reported that army 
generals and colonels have 
replaced all university 
presidents, chancellors and 
faculty leadership. Departments 
of Preventive Medicine and 
Community Health at medical 
schools have been closed and 
their work and teaching 
“erased” from the curriculum. 
Hundreds of medical school 
teachers have been fired and 
hundreds of medical students 
have been permanently 
suspended. 

A press release from Rome 
dated late December reported 
that 500 medical workers were 
arrested and ten doctors killed 
immediately. A Jan. 13 New 
York Times article mentioned 
six more internationally known 
doctors, including the former 
Minister of Health, who had 
been arrested. 

The North American Congress 
on Latin America (NACLA) 
received the following report in 
New York from a Christian 
Democrat (Allende’s opposition) 
doctor: “On Sept. 17 the entire 
staff at Barros Luco Hospital 
was ordered to line up along a 
corridor. The Lieutenant in 


charge — with the collaboration 
of the National Party (extreme 
right) doctor — began to identify 
Allende supporters from the long 
row of doctors, nurses, aides, 
and janitors. They were escorted 
to the outer patio and executed 
immediately. A nun grabbed me 
and three other doctors and 
snuck us inside the chapel. As 
we hid, we heard the shots that 
took the lives of our fellow 
hospital workers.” 

Some results of these new 
medical programs were already 
apparent. According to the New 
York Times, infant mortality 
had dropped 11 percent in three 
years. Deaths among children 
due to diarrhea were down 20 
percent, and death caused by 
bronchial pneumonia was down 
15 percent. 


This reporter remembers a 
visual difference in the sight of 
children when he arrived in 
Chile in early 1971 and when he 
left later that year. Under 
Allende — himself a medical 
doctor who had formerly been 
Minister of Health — each child 
was guaranteed half a litre of 
milk a day. There was an 
increase of 792 million pounds of 
powdered milk distributed free 
for children and nursing 
mothers. The immediate 
evidence of this which I 
witnessed was the improved 
appearance of children. The 
eventual result would have been 
to greatly reduce the estimated 
500,000 persons among Chile’s 
ten million population who 
suffer from retardation due to 
malnutrition. 


A contrast between the N.Y. 
Times reports on medical care 
before the mi::tary coup of Sept. 
11 and after are instructive. An 
April 1, 1973 article begins, 
“There has been a dramatic 
expansion of medical services for 
the poor under Chile’s Marxist 
Government ... There were three 
million more medical 
consultations in 1971 — the first 
year of the government — than 
in 1970.’ Before Allende’s 
reforms 60 percent of the money 
spent on health care was used by 
only 25 percent of the 
population. For upper class 
Chileans there was one doctor 
for 800 persons, whereas for

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workers it was one doctor for 
2,300 Chileans. 

N.Y. Times articles of Oct. 16 
and Jan. 13 indicate that Chile 
is returning to this old system. A 
military colonel is now Minister 
of Health and “the clinic system 
created under the Allende 
Government to bring medical 
facilities into the poorest 
neighborhoods is being 
dismantled.” 

The April 1 article talks about 
changes made by the Allende 
government in the Nogales slum 
“where 30,000 residents live in 
depressing mud and brick 
houses of one or two rooms on 
dusty lots bisected by a sewage 
canal.”’ A house cleaner there 
revealed that “the doctors make 
me feel like a person now.” In 
two years this clinic tripled its 
hours and increased pediatric 
visits from 14,000 to 34,000 a 
year. 

The Oct. 16 article divulges 
that the Nogales clinic was 
closed and its director, Dr. 
Claude Webbe, imprisoned in 
the national stadium with 
thousands of others, where he 
has probably been tortured. A 
metalworker living in Nogales 
asserted that ‘‘there is no 
medical service around here at 
night anymore, and we never get 
any ambulances.” 

The current attacks against 
medical personnel occur in a 
context of continuing repression 
by the military against many 
sectors of the Chilean 
population. According to a 
report released in mid-January 
by Amnesty International after 
its representatives visited Chile, 
“torture and assassination are 
still being practiced against 
critics of the new Chilean 
government.” 


L.s. Business 


U.S. big business seems to be 


one of the few beneficiaries of 


the current situation in Chile. 
According to Business Latin 
America of Dec. 12, ‘““The U.S. 
was the first to make financial 
overtures to the new 
government.’’ The U.S. 
government and major private 
banks and corporations have 
combined to develop what 
Business Latin America calls ‘‘a 
little Marshall Plan.” 

In exchange the Chilean 
dictatorship has announced that 
banks nationalized by the 
Popular Unity will be returned 
to their U.S. owners. 
Compensation will be paid to 
Kennecott and Anaconda 
Copper, and Dow Chemical has 
regained two of its 
petrochemical businesses which 
had been nationalized. It 
appears that since the military 


dictatorship is loosing virtually 
all support except from the most 
wealthy Chileans, only an 
alliance of U.S. governmental- 
business interests will keep the 
dictatorship in power. 

One of the ironies of the 
current situation of repression 
against the doctors is they were 
among many professionals who 
disliked Allende whose primary 
support came from workers. The 
N.Y. Times reports that “75 
percent of the doctors favored 
the military coup” originally. 
However, many sectors of the 
population who opposed Allende 
— fearing a repression which 
never came from the Marxist 
government — are now changing 
their minds as repression is 
multiplying under the military 
government. 

Instead of serving to break the 
spirit of resistance, reports from 
Chile indicate that the 
mounting violation of all basic 
human values is increasing the 
solidarity of forces against the 
military dictatorship. Chilean 
political parties such as MIR 
(Revolutionary Leftist 
Movement) continue their work, 
though under the most difficult 
conditions. 

A recent communique from 
the National Secretariat of MIR 
announced that a member of its 
political commission who had 
gone underground, medical 
doctor Bautista Von Schowen, 
had been arrested at a church in 
downtown Santiago while 
“engaged in political work.” 
However, the communique 
added that “the rest of MIR’s 
leadership continues in its 
political responsibilities.” 

Other Latin American groups 
— particularly in Argentina, 
Cuba, Mexico, and Panama — 
are organizing their support for 
the long-term resistance. In 
Europe demonstrations 
involving hundreds of thousands 
have occurred, particularly in 
France and Italy, and in 
November in Genoa, Italian 
longshoremen refused to unload 
two ships from Chile. Financial 


support of the popular forces of 


resistance also continues from 
Europe. 

From all indications, it is 
clear that we will be hearing 
about the struggle in Chile for 
quite some time now. The 
military dictatorship has been 
unable to consolidate its power 
over the people; it is even having 
trouble in its own ranks. The 
Paris daily Le Monde quoted the 
Chilean ambassador in 
Washington, Gen. Walter 
Heitmann, as predicting the 
possible replacement of Gen. 
Pinochet as head of the four- 
man military junta.

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A Few Choice Words About the N.E. Press...

I always knew that Spiro 
Agnew was a liar — even before 
he was a convicted felon. Now | 
have documented evidence. 

His charge that the U.S. press 
was overwhelmingly liberal and 
was somehow conspiring to 
“‘get”’ the Nixon administration 
was, of course, a myth but he got 
away with the big lie largely 
because the New York Times 
and the Washington Post are 
what come to mind when one 
thinks of the press. But the huge 
majority of American newspaper 
readers are influenced most by 
their own home town papers, not 
the Times or the Post, and these 
small suburban papers, of 
course, are overwhelmingly 
conservative and Republican — 
even here in the enlightened 
Northeast. 

In 1972, according to a recent 
survey, only 10 percent of the 
daily papers in New England 
endorsed George McGovern for 
president — and even that was 
double the national rate of five 
percent. 

The figures come from a 
volume entitled “‘Evaluating the 
Press — the New England Daily 
Newspaper Survey,’’ an 
exhaustive study and critique 


recently published, of all 109 
daily newspapers in the six state 
region. 

Although about one third of 
the papers in the region, for 
example, take forthright stands 
on local issues and, according to 
the survey, show concern for 
“fair, thoughtful, well-written 
and accurate expressions of 
opinion,” most take no really 
meaningful editorial positions at 
all. Another third adopt the lazy 
practice of buying “canned” 
editorials (or accepting free 
ones) from outside sources 
rather than writing their own. 

The survey singles out the 
Berkshire Eagle (which won a 
Pulitzer prize for editorial 
excellence last year) and the 
Boston Globe for exceptional 
and thought-provoking 
editorials. “But too many of the 
editorial pages in New 
England,’’ it adds, ‘‘are 
dumping grounds for dull and 
pointless editorials, a sampling 
of syndicated cartoonists and 
columnists, and non-editorial 
fillers such as Dear Abby, the 
daily prayer, and news from 25 
years ago.” 

The general dreariness of the 
editorial pages caused the 


survey team to conclude: “If the 
editorial page is the newspaper’s 
soul, then a large number of 
New England dailies are in 
danger of going to hell.” 

However, the survey also 
indicates attempts at “‘balance”’ 
on the part of editorial page 
editors in New England — more 
so, in fact, by the more 
conservative papers. 

Forty percent of the papers 
that regularly endorse 
Republicans, the survey reports, 
clearly weight their editorial 
pages in favor of conservative 
columnists and cartoonists, 
while 33 percent run a majority 
of liberal columnists. 

By sharp contrast, 90 percent 
of the liberal papers carry a clear 
majority of liberal columnists 
and cartoonists. 

Of the 23 most widely-read 
columnists in New England, the 
survey reports, there are 13 
liberals, nine conservatives, and 
two “dead-center.” Of the 13 
most widely-published 
syndicated editorial cartoonists 
in the region, five are liberals, 
three are conservatives, and five 
are ‘‘dead center or non- 
classifiable.” 

The heavy reliance on 


syndicated and ‘‘canned”’ 
commentary is compounded by 
a fear on the part of a good many 
suburban dailies to really dig 
beneath the surface in their local 
reporting, a ‘‘don’t-rock-the- 
boat” attitude that discourages 
reporters from engaging in 
enterprise reporting even at 
papers that have the resources 
for it. Charles A. Fuller, 
publisher of the Brockton 
Enterprise, is quoted in the 
survey as saying, ‘‘We don’t dig 
under the carpet to any 
particular extent. We don’t go 
looking for trouble.”’ 

A general conclusion reached 
in the survey, therefore, is that 
although “a few New England 
daily newspapers — perhaps a 
half dozen — are consistently 
excellent, among the best in the 
country,” these are by far the 
exception. ‘“‘A distressing 
number appear to be satisfied 
with doing a job that can only be 
classified as mediocre to poor.” 

At most suburban dailies, 
local news is simply a record of 
the official happenings and 
events of the past 24 hours. The 
survey found that the financial 
and staff limitations at the 
smaller (under 10,000

circulation) dailies are severe 
but that, surprisingly some of 
the smaller papers are doing a 
superior job. 

Who Are the Judges 


Just who are these people who 
have taken it upon themselves 
to judge the quality of the New 
England dailies? What are their 
qualifications? 

The prime mover behind the 
survey was Loren Ghiglione, 
editor and publisher of the 
Southbridge Evening News, who 
says that the press needs to 
begin taking a hard, critical look 
at itself in order to improve its 
credibility — particularly since 
newspapers have recently come 
under a good deal of attack. 

The survey was launched 
early last year under the 
sponsorship of three local 
journalistic groups and funded 
by a $76,252 grant from the John 
and Mary R. Markle 
Foundation, a private fund with 
interests in the media and which 
also funds the Columbia 
Journalism Review. 

Thirfeen ‘“‘evaluators’’ were 
selected, mostly journalism 
professors and former editors, 
and they based their critiques on 
an examination of six weeks’ 
issues of the papers and 
interviews with editors and 
other workers at the 98 papers 
that participated. 

Inevitably; there were 
problems. Some papers, like the 
Herald American, simply 
refused to participate. The 
Manchester (N.H.) Union 
Leader not only refused to 
cooperate, but ran a front page 
editorial denouncing the survey 
as a “kangeroo court.” 

The critiques seem, generally, 
to be overly-generous, and there 
are plenty of minor factual 
errors. Ghiglione says that 
reporters generally feel that the 
survey didn’t hit hard enough, 
publishers feel it hit too hard, 
and the reaction of editors falls 
somewhere in the middle. 

But whatever its 
shortcomings, the survey is an 
important document simply 
because it fulfills a long- 
neglected need. Newspapers 
have always been notoriously 
reluctant to publicize their 
failings or submit to any form of 
self-evaluation. 

The Boston papers are in the 
spotlight and do have to respond 
somewhat to their failings upon 
occasion. But the median 
newspaper in New England is a 
20,000 circulation daily with a 
staff of 20 which serves as.the 
sole source of local news in its 
community. The New England 
Daily Newspaper Survey 
represents the first time such a 
paper has been made to face any 
form of serious critical 
evaluation. And that in itself is 
significant.

The New England Daily 
Newspaper Survey, containing 
detailed critiques of all 109 daily 
papers within the six state 
region, has been distributed to 
newspapers and journalism 
schools throughout the country 
but is not readily (or 
inexpensively) available to the 
general public. 

Copies should soon start 
showing up in libraries, though, 
and for a price of $7.50, a copy 
can be obtained by writing to 
The New England Daily 
Newspaper Survey, 25 Elm St., 
Southbridge, Mass. 

For those who can’t afford it, 
here are capsule summaries of 
the survey’s evaluations of the 
daily papers in Massachusetts: 


ATHOL DAILY NEWS 
(circulation 5,319): Little local 
news, even for its size, and few 
local editorials. Prints page one 
stories like, ‘‘Rainbow 
Installation Scheduled.”’ Most 
editorials ‘‘canned.’’ Owner 
Edward Fairchild explains lack 
of local news: “Nothing much 
happens.” 


ATTLEBORO SUN CHRON- 


ICLE (circulation 16,749): Calls 
itself ‘“*Independent 
Republican,” has supported 
GOP presidential candidates 
since 1960. Editorials are ‘‘non- 
controversial,” but the paper 
prints solid background articles 
on local issues and has an 
attractive make-up. 


BEVERLY TIMES (circulation 
8,883): Had a reputation for 
sharp, probing reporting and 
bright, socially aware editorials, 
but since Managing Editor 
Philip Weld left the Times has 
‘“floundered through several 
editorial incarnations” and is 
still in search of an identity. 
Tends to support the underdog 
in any given election. 


CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
MONITOR (circ. 187,897): 
‘“‘Unique in the care and 
thoughtfulness that goes into 
the selection of its news and in 
the detachment of its 
interpretations.” Though non- 
partisan, the paper reflects its 
religious affiliation by refusing 
ads for tobacco, alcohol, 
pharmaceuticals, and x-rated 
movies. And no one “‘dies”’ in a 
Monitor story. Everybody 
‘passes on.”” The paper’s news 
policy is ‘“‘affirmative and non- 
alarmist,” but it does not pull 
punches. “One of the leading 
newspapers of the English- 
speaking world.” 


BOSTON GLOBE (circ. 
463,000 daily and 617,000 
Sunday): ‘‘A paper on the move 
upward, better than it ever was 
before, but with more of a 
distance yet to go.” In 100 years, 
the Globe has had just four 
editors, two Taylors and two 
Winships — ‘‘an example of the 
grand old newspaper tradition of 
nepotism.”’ Editorials are 
“liberal and decisive, a potent 
journalistic influence” but local 
coverage is ‘‘uneven’’ and 
Harvard is overcovered. Staff 
expression is “freer than at most 
papers.” 

BOSTON HERALD AM- 
ERICAN (circ. 371,000 daily and 
503,000 Sunday): Since its 
“merger” with former Herald 
Traveler on June 19, 1972 the 
paper has taken on ‘‘a 
seriousness and sophistication it 
never had before” due mostly to 


heavy use of the New York 
Times News Service. Editorials 
are “heavily conservative but 
less strident”’ than those of the 
old Record. Old Hearst 
traditions still show through all 
too often — Nixon’s Vietnam 
cease-fire announcement was 
reported under an eight-column, 
one-word headline in letters four 
inches high: PEACE. “It leaves 
uncertain how the editors would 
announce the end of the world.” 
The survey also made reference 
to a now-notorious Herald story 
on a non-existent Marblehead 
suicide pact and other 
manufactured news. “The sad 
conclusion is that you can’t 
teach an old Hearst editor new 
tricks.”

BROCKTON ENTERPRISE 
(circ. 54,218): Does an 
“unusually thorough job’’ of 
covering local and area events 


but there’s little investigative 
reporting despite some 
experienced newsmen on the 
staff. Filled with ‘the worst 
examples: of posed, stand-up 
photographs.”’ Editorial page 
“cluttered with bland features.” 
Most interesting are the staff- 
written columns, but Publisher 
C.A. Fuller complains, “There 
are a few who put in editorial 
columns but I don’t like the 
idea. There are too many 
radicals who figure they have 
the right to say what they want 
and not what the boss wants 
them to write.” 

CAPE COD STANDARD 
TIMES (circ. 27,000): Spirit and 
philosophy are “healthy and 
progressive’ and the paper 


covers “every square mile” of 
Cape Cod — to the extent that 
“the reader is smothered with an 
overwhelming volume of trivia.” 
Formerly Republican, now 
“rigidly independent,’’ the 
paper endorses candidates right 
and left. Endorsed Nixon. 
Editorials are concerned with 
serious local issues. 

CHELSEA RECORD (circ. 
6,053): Each of the four 
reporters carries a Polaroid 
camera. Calling itself 
independent, the Record 
endorsed Nixon even though 
Chelsea is 12-to-1 Democratic. 
Editorials tend to be “ritual 
pieces” congratulating leading 
citizens, supporting the boy

scouts. Crowded, contusing 
layout, “smudged” appearance, 
reads like a neighborhood news 
bulletin. 

CLINTON DAILY ITEM (circ. 
3,812): Smallest paper in the 
state. Confusing layout, 
inadequate editing, shallow 
reporting, but trying to improve. 
Wants to open up its pages to 
views “not necessarily held by 
management or the majority of 
its readers.’’ A Republican 
paper, it recently treated a local 
appearance by Jane Fonda fairly 
and sympathetically. 

FALL RIVER HERALD NEWS 
(circ. 42,213): “Supports Fall 
River enterprises with a mild 
passion.’’ Conservative, 
endorses candidates without 
regard to party. Quality of 
reporting has not recovered from 
a crippling 3'2 month strike in 
1972. Pointed local editorials. 
The paper’s” stance: 
“Occasionally firm but always 
proper and staid as a Victorian 
drawing room.” 

FITCHBURG SENTINEL: The 
paper is making money, but 
“the daily local news effort 
seems limp; editorials are weak 
or irrelevant; there’s a certain 
naivete in the reporting.” 

SOUTH MIDDLESEX DAILY 
NEWS (circ. 29,689): Formerly 
the Framingham News, 
upgraded from a ‘‘sleepy 
country paper,” it is now more 
cosmopolitan. News writing “of 
a fairly good quality but not in- 
depth.” Editorials are “few and’ 
inoffensive,” the Daily News is 
“more than careful” in dealing 
with advertisers. Ran four 
“puff” pieces about the opening 
of an area J. Homestock 
furniture store in the same issue 
with two large J. Homestock 
ads. 

GARDNER NEWS (circ. 
8,061): “Very much a part of the 
establishment.” Gardner faces 
skyrocketing property taxes, 
dying local industry, and an over- 
crowded high school that has 
lost accreditation. But the News 


avoids stands on these issues 
and, instead, runs “bland 
canned editorials.” Is, however, 
‘*a solid paper of record’’ 
chronicling local events. 

GLOUCESTER DAILY TIMES 
(circ. 11,292): Heavy on local 
news, professionally written and 
edited. Editorially ‘‘wary of 
change” — some see the Times 
as guarding community values, 
others as opposing progress. “An 
intelligent daily newspaper put 
out by intelligent people for 
intelligent readers.” 

GREENFIELD RECORDER 
(circ. 14,723): Large volume of 
local stories but quality is 
uneven and stories often 
incomplete. Unedited press 
releases run regularly. Reporting 
occasionally first-rate. Locally- 
written editorials and news 
columns tend toward wordy 
rhetoric. 

HAVERHILL GAZETTE (circ. 
23,181): Resists pressures within 
the community to boost the 
Chamber of Commerce, cover 
ribbon-cuttings and other 
“positive” business news, but it 
overlooks the bungling of local 
police. “Neither a tiger nor a 
pussycat.’’ Editorials are 
readable, but not particularly 
interesting, columns are 
predictably conservative. 

HOLYOKE TRANSCRIPT 
(circ. 28,880): Formula writing, 
lack of coverage of Holyoke’s 
large minority communities, lots 
of civic boosting. ‘“‘Liberal 
Republican” editorial policy in a 
working class, Democratic city. 
Lt. Gov. Donald Dwight is a part 
owner of the Transcript, yet the 
paper openly promotes him for 
governor without mentioning 
this fact. Transcript 
characterized. by lack of 
professionalism.” 

LAWRENCE EAGLE- 
TRIBUNE (circ. 46,006): ‘“‘A 
handsome-looking paper, but 
the news content ranges from 
average to indifferent.’ 
Conservative, family-owned 
paper. Is staunchly Republican 
though it labels itself 
independent. Editorial page 
‘“‘does not represent clear 
thinking” and stories are mostly 
‘‘bland, uninspired, and 
shallow.” 


LEOMINSTER ENTERPRISE 
(cire. 4,500): Local news 
“minimal” and reporting shows 
“little initiative in going beyond 
government-meeting stories.” 
Editorials, all locally produced, 
often the best thing in the paper. 
(After the survey period, the 
Enterprise merged with the 
Fitchburg Sentinel.)

MARLBORO ENTERPRISE 
and HUDSON DAILY SUN 
(combined circ. 10,150): Long 
local stories “‘well illustrated by 
explanatory materials.”” Recent 
staff cutbacks have hurt quality. 
Editorials are canned and 
bland. Papers understaffed and 
financially shaky. 

MILFORD DAILY NEWS 
(circ. 11,904): Never endorses 
candidates and seldom takes 
editorial stands on anything. No 
investigative reporting, no 
features, no localizing of 
national stories. Local reporting 
thorough, but little more than 
‘‘who-what-when-where news 
writing.” 

NEW BEDFORD STANDARD 
TIMES (circ. 49,928): Fights 
tooth and nail to promote New 
Bedford.

‘“‘careless, provincial, and

SPRINGFIELD UNION (circ. 
80,000): Not nearly enough local 
reporting for a paper and city its 
size, but what is there is good. 
No extensive coverage of 
Springfield’s significant black 
and Spanish-speaking 
communities. Local editorials 
often dispute the decisions of 
city government. A Republican 
paper, it has endorsed GOP 
presidential candidates since 
1960. 


SPRINGFIELD DAILY NEWS 
(circ. 91,101): Endorses 
Democrats including 
McGovern. Local editorials 
bland and comparatively few. 
Covers all local meetings but 
important local stories 
sometimes handled super- 
ficially. People coverage poor 
and minority coverage seems to 
be “‘institutional.’’ Good at 
localizing state and national 


stories. 


TAUNTON DAILY GAZETTE 
(circ. 13,734): Poorly printed, 
atrocious photo reproduction, 
but in certain respects a good 
newspaper. Surface reporting of 
governing bodies is adequate, 
but there is little analysis. No 
particular attention paid to 
youth, minorities, the poor, or 
people on welfare. Editorial 
page “frequently sparkles” with 
the paper’s conservative 
Republican viewpoint expressed 
“firmly and thoughtfully.” 


WAKEFIELD DAILY ITEM 
(circ. 6,805): Local overdetailed 
stories read like “the minutes of 
the meeting.’’ News kernels 
buried in “a mass of unrelieved 
body print.’’ Home-written 
editorial comment has a local 
flavor, but problems of the local 
scene are infrequently 
discussed. Surface reporting, 
loose writing, and editing is 
‘minimal or non-existant.”

WORCESTER TELEGRAM 
and GAZETTE (circ.

The papers 
endorsed Barry Goldwater in 
64; the ownership is old Yankee, 
conservative, wealthy, and 
remote; and the principle owner 
is a John Bircher.

evening talk show host, he would 
be crazy to think otherwise. 
“The essence of the talk show is 
good conversation. Someone has 
said that we work by catching 
verbal updrafts, like a pilot in a 
glider. Sometimes you catch on 
to something a listener says in 
passing, and you can make a 
very productive conversation 
out of an unproductive one.” 

On the NBC Tomorrow show 
last week, a panel of talk show 
hosts from around the country 
agreed that their listeners 
expect them to be ‘‘rude, 
opinionated and arrogant’. 
Jerry Williams, the WBZ talk 
show host, was a member of the 
panel. Jerry Williams is the 
most popular talk show host in 
Boston. 


The WEEI talkmasters are 
pledged to the CBS policy of 
““*non-espousal”; they never take 
sides. As far as possible, they 
must be polite; they must try to 
manage their callers, but never 
insult them. And so, people 
think of talkmasters not as radio 
personalities, or adversaries, but 
as close friends or mortal 
enemies. 


“Why I should be somebody’s 
father confessor is a mystery to 
me”’ Bruce Lee admits. For some 
reason, though, Lee generates as 
much controversy as any two 
other talkmasters. “A couple of 
years ago, I was on a television 
show...A little while later some 
guy recognized me walking down 
Blackstone Street and took a 
slug at me. That’s where the 
chipped teeth come from,” says 
Lee, grinning.

unprintable. Lee’s all-night 
show is frequently monopolized 
by callers who have had a drink 
taken, or who want to talk about 
personal problems of less than 
general interest. “I’m on all 
night, six nights a week,”’ Lee 
explains. “I have to let the 
callers carry the show 
somewhat. If I got into 
controversies, if [ had guests 
every night, I’d be too worn out 
by the end of the week.” 

In fact, many of Lee’s most 
interesting callers never make it 
to the air. One is called “the 
Screamer”, for self-explanatory 
reasons. Another was a man who 
filed suit in Federal Court last 
year to keep William Saxbe from 
being appointed Attorney 
General. One night when Lee 
cut him off during his nth call on 
the subject, he called back on a 
non-air line to shout abuse at 
Lee: When Lee hung up, he 
called back again to threaten. 
When Lee hung up again and 
stopped answering the phone, he 
called WEEI-FM, next door, 
with a death threat for Lee. The 
next day, the man was captured 
by police after a nine-hour gun 
duel, after the man had 
frightened his wife from their 
house and begun firing wildly 
into the street. 

Jim Westover inspires more 
love than hatred with his 
sincere, if occasionally didactic, 


manner. He gets in as much’ 


trouble as Lee, in a different 
direction. 

“A few years ago, a woman 
called me on the show and said 
she wanted to meet me,’’ 
Westover recalls. sounded 
pleasant enough, so I said I’d 
meet her downtown for a cup of 
coffee. She turned out to be a 
nun. Well this woman began to 
call me all the time, to send me 
presents and write me letters, 
until it got completely out of 
hand and I realized that she 
wanted to own me. Finally I had 
to be so cruel I had to reduce her 
to tears. I told her never, under 


any circumstances, to call me 


again, not on the air, not off the 
air, never to write to me or 
contact me. It was cruel, and I 
hated to do it, but [had to.” 

Talkmasters won’t have to 
worry about problems like this 
in the future. Although Lee will 
probably remain in the all-night 
slot, Westover, Paul Benzaquin 
and the others will move to news 
shows; and the talk show, like 
Richard Nixon’s train whistles, 
and his reputation, will be a 
relic of history.

Cleaver in Hiding 


Former Black Panther party 
Minister of Information, 
Eldridge Cleaver, is writing a 
book in Paris, while hiding out 
from French authorities. 

Cleaver’s French attorney, 
Roland Dumas, reports that 
Cleaver is currently engaged in a 
legal battle with the Pompidou 
government in an attempt to 
obtain political asylum in 
France. The attorney said that 
Cleaver is hiding out because he 
fears that if American officials 
learn of his whereabouts, he may 
be kidnapped back to the 
United States in the same way 
Tim Leary was earlier this year. 

Cleaver is reportedly writing 
about his experienced in Third 
World nations since the time he 
fled from the United States in 
1968. The former Black Panther 
party official left the United 
States while he was being 
prosecuted for parole violation. 

Cleaver’s wife, Kathleen, is 
currently in the U.S., 
attempting to collect royalties 
from one of his earlier books, 
Soul on Ice. All of the royalties 
due Cleaver are being withheld 
by the U.S. Treasury 
Department on a technicality, 
under the 1917 ‘‘trading with the 
enemy act.’’ The Treasury 
Department insists that Cleaver 
is not entitled to the royalties 
because he is officially 
considered a national of China, 
North Korea and North 
Vietnam, countries he has 
visited recently. 
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The Park Plaza Vote: A 4-Star Performance

Even for the Hub’s City 
Councillors, a group of nine 
small-time pols not known for 
their clear thinking, last week’s 
batch of conflicting votes on the 
huge Park Plaza renewal plan 
was a four-star performance. 

With the mind-wrenching 
impact of an aspirin commercial 
on the tube, the Councillors 
ranted and raved through five 
hours of ‘“‘debate’’ before a 
packed house of construction 
workers and anti-Plaza civic 
leaders. 

When it was over — after 
Chris Iannella had chronicled 
his lifelong support of urban 
renewal and Dapper O’Neil had 
reminisced about his days on the 
city’s licensing board and 
Freddie Langone had blasted 
the Yankee Brahmins — the 
Council meekly voted not to 
rescind a $6.8 million bond issue 
considered vital to the project's 
survival. 

That vote, one of three taken 
by the council, was given 
advance billing as the big one 
and received most of the press’ 
attention. 

But after failing to rescind the 
bond issue, the councillors then 
turned around and revoked their 
1971 approval of the Plaza plan 
itself, and followed that up by 
declaring an important Plaza 
agreement invalid. 

That ‘*cooperation 
agreement”’ between the city 
and the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority (BRA) was declared 
null because the BRA had failed 
to appraise properties in the 


Combat Zone — the last stage of 


the project — to meet a council- 
imposed deadline. 

Since the legal effect of those 
two anti-Plaza moves has been 
virtually laughed at by the BRA, 


most of the councillors 
themselves weren’t taking them 
too seriously. 

“What we've done,”’ said 
Councillor Gerald O’Leary, a 
Plaza opponent, “‘is like paying 
a guy money for a car and then 
saying, well, you can keep the 
car. The thing is he’s got the 
money (the bond issue.)”’ 

But by late last week, some 
other Plaza opponents weren’t 
so sure. 

“At this point,”’ said Bernard 
Borman, a member of the BRA- 
created citizens committee 
studying the project, ‘“‘you can’t 
say what the council’s 
revocation of approval means 
either way.” 

Borman challenged the BRA’s 
line that the present council, 
with five new members since the 
original approval in ’71, can’t 
legally change its mind. 

‘“‘What (BRA head) Bob 
Kenney is saying,’’ said 
Borman, “is that the electoral 
process doesn’t matter, that a 
legislative body is frozen in its 
tracks. I don’t think the courts 
are going to move in that 
direction.” 

The attorney for the Plaza 
opponents, Charles Mahoney, 
was even more optimistie. 

“The council’s repeal of the 
plan will stand up in the 
courts,” said Mahoney. ‘State 
approval of the plan now would 
be illegal.”’ 

If Mahoney isn’t bluffing, the 
council’s long debate last week 
centering around the bond issue 
was even more ludicrous than it 
appeared at the time. 

The bond issue debate was 
silly anyway when it became 
clear early in the session that the 
Plaza opponents weren’t going 
to get the six votes they needed. 


They had four — Chris 
Iannella, Dapper O’Neil, Gerald 
O’Leary and James Michael 
Connolly — and they were 
hoping to get Louise Day Hicks, 
Patrick McDonough and Joe 
Tierney. 

But about twenty minutes 
into the meeting, Tierney issued 
a press release announcing that 
a) he would vote not to rescind 
— even though he had once 
introduced a similar motion 
when there was no chance of its 
passage and b) he had come up 
with a brilliant solution to the 
whole mess. 

Teirney’s solution was to have 
the council draw up its own 
Plaza plan, perhaps the most 
ludicrous suggestion the three- 
year Plaza debate has generated 
to date. With his solution in 
mind, Tierney later voted to 
revoke approval of the BRA’s 
plan, which put that motion 
over the top. 

After Tierney defected 
Louise Day Hicks followed 
suit, saying that she had come 
around to councillor Larry 
DiCara’s line that a vote to 
rescind would have no legal 
effect (see ‘Larry DiCara and 
the Park Plaza Albatross,’ 
Phoenix, Feb. 5). 

Hicks had made anti-Plaza 
campaign promises and had 
voted against the project on a 
recent test vote, but switched 
after she came under heavy 
pressure from job-hungry 
construction workers. 

There remained only Patrick 
McDonough, who had taken no 
position on the project before 
last week and stuck as close to 
that position as humanly 
possible. McDonough voted 
“present”? on everything that 
came before the council, arguing 


that Charles Mahoney was such 
a hot shot lawyer he would most 
certainly force the BRA to come 
back to the council sometime 
soon for approval. 

An old buddy of Gov. Francis 
Sargent from the time Sargent 


served as state commissioner of 


public works and McDonough as 
that department’s lawyer, the 
Councillor was called to 
Sargent’s office a few days 
before the Plaza issue was first 


raised a month ago. Since then 
he has voted “‘present ”’ on every 
Plaza vote. 

“I had a meeting with the 
Governor,’’ said McDonough 
last week, “but it had nothing to 
do with Park Plaza and that’s 
the gospel truth.” 

“He didn’t have it on his mind 
and I didn’t have it on mine,” 
said McDonough. “It was a 
friendship kind of thing. 
Honest.”

“Jack,” said Smith, ‘is not 
leaving of his own free will,” a 
statement supported by the fact 
that despite his “resignation,” 
Oberlin is paying him for the 
remaining two years on his 
contract. College officials 
pointed to the current NCAA 
investigation of the Oberlin 
athletic department, but 
evidently the most serious of the 
NCAA charges is a complaint 
filed by the Ohio Athletic 
Conference that Scott had 
allowed women to compete on 
the Oberlin cross-country team. 
“The NCAA can investigate 


Walter Byers.” 

The whole episode has an aura 
of deja vu. Scott had been “‘not 
re-hired” — read ‘fired’ — at 
Berkeley several years ago, 
about the time of the 
publication of “Athletics for 
Athletes.” Then he had been 
hired and then unhired at 
Washington State (who were 
also so frightened that they paid 
off his contract) before ever 
teaching a class. With athletics, 
especially collegiate atheltics, so 
abysmally mired in a state of big- 
business atmosphere and stone- 
age regulations, it is increasingly 
apparent that the well- 
connected republican moguls 
who run the show are going to 
continue to resist any 
progressive change. Unless, of 
course, it comes from 
themselves. 

It’s all just another reminder 
that we’re living in the age of the 
TV Time Out. 
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Learning Lot from Emile Griffith

It was as if Emile Griffith 
could only hear the echoes now; 
he fought his fight by memory. 
All the ring trickery and guile, 
all the sweet motion, were from 
other arenas in other years. He 
was 36 years and nearly 100 
fights old now, and he boxed like 
a man caught between dream 
and reality, with only occasional 
insight into the present reality of 
his craft. He had seen it all too 
many times before: the flash and 
glitter of the young opponent, 
the cold house and the empty 
seats, the slicksters and the 
cigars. He could recite the 
poetry of the corner like an aging 
Frost: “Stick and move, stick 
and move/Made ’im eat the 
jab/Stick and move.”’ It is 
enough to take the hate out of a 
man. 

So when the decision in his 
“North American Middleweight 
Championship” fight with 21- 
year old Tony Licata went 
unanimously against him 
Tuesday night in Boston 
Garden, shock and anger were 
written only fleetingly across his 
face, as if a chilled gust of wind 
from the freezing Garden had 
struck him quickly, like a Licata 
jab. Griffith shook his balding 
head, muttered a discreet “No” 
at the canvas, then looked across 
the ring to Licata, whose right 
arm was raised, and who was 
smiling. Emile Griffith smiled, 
too. He knew suddenly that he 
had lost the fight. He knew he 
was not 2l-years old. He had 
cheated the years once too often. 

“They did not even have the 
fight close,” Griffith said in the 
gentle, lilting tones of his native 
Virgin Islands, referring to the 
decision (118-112, 119-112, 117- 
114). “It would not have made 
any difference what I did. 

“I thought the fight was close, 
but I did not think that he won. 
Maybe I got to return to my old 
bag of tricks, have a lot of 
flurries. I guess you do not have 
to land much. Just throw a lot of 
punches.”’ 

Griffith sat on a chair in his 
dressing room naked and tired 
and old, a white towel draped 
carelessly over his knees. He was 


always a squat man, all 
roundness, but now that has 
begun to unravel, with hints of 
paunch in the belly and chin. He 
softly recited the litany of the 
man who has lost a prizefight. 

“I would like to try waltzing 
with him again,” Griffith said 
with the tiniest of grins. Then he 
looked up at the faces in the 
room, to make sure they had 
caught the tinges of sarcasm in 
the remark. “Hey, you do not 
get tired of seeing me, do you? 

Griffith’s manager, Gil 
Clancy, classy and without 
venom, was standing a few feet 
away and already Clancy was 
talking rematch. It is the nature 
of the game. 

“Would I have the rematch 
here?’’ Clancy repeated a 
question. “I would have it any 
place a promoter wants to give 
us money.” This is how the 
managers of 36-year old 
middleweights think. 

Over in Dressing Room No. 
11, an animated parade was 
passing by a 21-year old 
middleweight. Licata sat as 
quietly now as he had before the 
fight, when a glance would catch 
him mouthing silent words, 
followed by a furtive sign of the 
cross. As usual, Licata’s trainer, 
ex-featherweight champion 
Willie Pep, was talking more 
than enough for both of them. 


“Hey, you guys, hey give the 
champ some room there.’’ 
Already the word was injected 
into the conversation. Then, in 
case any of the 30 or so people in 
the room had missed the 
implications, Pep jumped up 
and stood on a bench. “How’s 
about we give a clap,’’ Willie 
yelled, ‘‘for the new 
middleweight champion of 
North America.”’ A perfunctory 
roar filled the room. Licata just 
smiled. 


“My left hand wasn’t working 
like it should,” the Chinese- 
Italian from New Orleans said, 


barely audibly, “and about the 


eighth round I was feeling tired. 
But then I started to feel better, 


hit him a little bit, get more 


confident in the jab....... 


Pep cut in. “Just like we 
planned, just like we planned,” 
Willie said, talking so fast that 
his toupee almost starting 
flapping from the exhaust. “I 
told the kid to watch himself 
and he did. He wasn’t fightin’ no 
bum out there.” 

Pep had said exactly that 
three hours earlier in the quiet of 
the same dressing room, No. 11. 
It was 9 o’clock, an hour before 
the fight was scheduled to begin, 
and the rises and falls of crowd 
noise from the preliminaries 
were filtering in. 

“Licata can make it very easy 
for himself,” Pep said in the 
confidential manner he can 
affect. ‘All he has to do is move 
around and jab, jab and move. If 
he does it will be easy. You don’t 
hit with a hitter. You box him. 

“The kid ain’t lookin’ for 
glory. He’s lookin’ for a win.” 

Winning is something Licata 
has become accustomed to since 
he turned pro late in 1969. His 
record is 39-0-3 and, as Pep says, 
‘‘that ain’t a bad record, 
nowadays speakin’ .” There is 
talk in the boxing world that 
current middleweight champion. 
Carlos Monzon is thinking of 
retirement, and if that happens, 
there will most likely be an 
elimination tournament to 
determine the new titleholder. 
With his win over Griffith, 
Licata has assured himself a 
place in that tournament. He 
was ranked No. 7 among 
middleweights going into the 
fight (Griffith was No. 4), and 
now will surely move up. 

Licata, who lives now in 
Tampa, Florida with his wife, 
began boxing when he was 13 in 
a New Orleans gym curiously 
named St. Mary’s. He was 
taught by a man named Whitey 
Essino, who once handled a 
fighter named Willie Pastrano. 
Licata eventually won the 
Southern Golden Gloves, and 
lost in the Nationals. He was 17 
years old when he turned pro in 
1969. Four years later, he has 
begun to understand what his 
business is about. 

“The day before the fight is 
tough,” he said, wrapping his 


left hand with gauze while he 
talked, fastening the gauze with 
adhesive tape. “I couldn’t even 
go out today. Too cold. And 
besides, no place to go. This 
time now (9:10) goes by fast. But 
the waitin’ the day before a 
fight, man, that’s hard. Tough.” 
Pep Svengali 

ep, sort of a Svengali who 
talks out of the side of his 
mouth, had just told Licata that 
it was time to start wrapping his 
hands. He is wearing a white 
terry cloth robe, and he attacks 
the job of the wrap with a grim 
concentration. As he is 
tightening over the gauze with 
adhesive, Bernard Forbes, a 
trainer/cousin to Griffith comes 
in. “No, no, no,” he says, 
looking at the tape job. “Man, 
you don’t be goin’ on the 
knuckle. Go behind it.” Licata 
goes behind the knuckle. He 
makes a test fist, smacks it 
firmly into his open palm, then 
looks up appreciatively. Forbes 
laughs, wishes Licata well “‘in 
the fight after this one” as he 
leaves. 

Willie Pep offers one more 
warning as he begins to clear the 
dressing room. 

“Tony Licata,’’ he says, 
“‘respects Emile Griffith. In fact, 
he used to read about him. But a 
lot of people read about me, and 
they licked me, right?” 

There is no crowd in Griffith’s 
dressing room before the fight. 
Clancy is there, cousin Forbes is 
there. Emile is sitting, smiling, 
in the same seat he will have 
after he has lost the fight. Now, 
he is dressed in wool pants, a 
heavy sweater, and corduroy 
jacket to insulate himself aginst 
the Garden cold. 

“I will have to punch a lot just 
to stay warm tonight,”’ Emile 
Griffith says. 

Both fighters punched a lot 
Tuesday night. The 2800 people 
who responded to Sam 
Silverman’s promotion saw a 
fight full of good action but 
impossible to score. Griffith 
tried to call back the widsom of 
those 100 fights. He broke 
cleverly off the ropes time after 
time to land quick and effective 


combinations, and slyly ducked 
under wild Licata hooks in the 
early part of the fight. He also 
confused Licata throughout the 
fight with a sneaky right hand 
lead; most of the time, he 
appeared to be saving the right, 
setting up, and just when Licata 
would play to it, Griffith would 
hit with him a straight and true 
right hand. 

“If you were to ask me who 
landed the most effective 
punches,’’ Clancy said 
afterward, “I honestly think it 
was Emile.” But Licata has 
become a Silverman pet and 
thus a favorite in Boston, and it 
was going to be very difficult for 
Clancy’s fighter to win any kind 
of a decision on Tuesday night. 

He didn’t. Licata is easy-to- 
look-at, classic standup fighter 
who moves well in the ring. 
Except for occasional street 
fight interludes, he stuck and 
moved just as Pep had told him. 
Every time it would appear that 
he was in real trouble, he would 
unload a blistering series of 
combinations, and the tempo of 
the fight would again belong to 
him. He did appear to tire in the 
seventh and eighth, but took the 
fight to Griffith thereafter, 
much to the surprise of both 
Clancy and Griffith, who both 
thought we was finished at the 
end of Round Eight. Like Willie 
Pep said, “‘kid lissens faithful to 
his trainer, and his trainer is 
me.” The jab bagan to work, 
and Tony Licata looked like a 
contendah. 

After the fight ($15,000 to 
Griffith, $10,000 to Licata), 
Licata again stressed the respect 
for Griffith that Pep had talked 
about. “I learned a lot from 
him,” Tony said. “I learned an 
awful lot.” 

But not as much as Griffith 
could tell him. About the future 
Licata was waving at with his 
right arm. About how there is no 
end to that future if he is good 
enough. He could tell him about 
the long road, and about old 
boxers, and time, and the snap 
going out of the punch. 

Emile Griffith could tell him 
all those things.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — The clay 
hills of east-central Tennessee are 
filled with government power dams 
and empty cabins. A scattering of 
intact hog and tobacco farms between 


Knoxville and Nashville adjoin a’ 


superhighway that still has a 75-mile 
an hour speed limit. Most cars go 
faster. People from both hollers and 
lowlands, the mountain South and 
Deep South, aren’t likely to be slowed 
by mere force of legislation. 
Momentum goes its own way, and the 
people here have been moving 
steadily, as fast as they can, for the 
last 25 years. The countryside of 
Walker Evans has eroded. The 
splintering stores fronted by Royal 
Crown Cola thermometers, and each 
hamlet’s whitewashed one-room 
Church of Christ or Assembly of God 
have gone to town. Suburban 
Nashville boasts the largest Church of 
Christ in the world. An electric 
marquee above the parking lot helps it 
compete Sunday mornings with the 
Giant Foods busy across the street. 
The South has moved, in almost all 
directions; like Earl Scruggs, who 
moved out of the remote North 
Carolina side of the Smoky Mountains 
to play his banjo extraordinaire on a 
soundtrack of ‘‘The Beverly 
Hillbillies” (an extended joke, overalls 
meeting mansions). Scruggs himself 
now lives in a fenced ranch house just 
one traffic light from a shopping plaza. 

Here in Music City, USA, there 
seems to be more franchised food and 
conspicuous consumption than 
elsewhere in the South, which has 
generally embraced that culture as 
wholly as it once did separation of the 
races. Every country music star has a 
place: Minnie Pearl’s fried. chicken, 
Tex Ritter’s roast beef, Bill Anderson’s 
“‘po’ boys.”” The American peasantry 
has taken up the Ford and this is 
where they’ve driven themselves. 

This March comes perhaps the most 
symbolic move of all. The Grand Ole 
Opry will leave downtown Nashville 
for a new home, a Disney-styled 
acreage at the suburban junction of 
three interstate highways: Opryland, 
USA. To be torn down: an 80-year-old 
building of dulled brick, wood pews 
and floors dubbed ‘“The Old Ryman.” 
Ryman Auditorium, immortalized in 
ashtray and bumper sticker souvenirs 
as the Grand Ole Opry House. For 33 
years it has been the Mecca of country 
music, a firetrap shrine whose starchy- 
faced pilgrims line up for blocks to see 
on stage what they hear every 
Saturday night on radio. It has been 
the nerve center for what has been 
called everything from “white man’s 
soul” to “hillbilly” music. Melodrama 
wrought from nasal tenors, energetic 
fiddlers, rhythmic square dancers. 
What is so often dismissed as music 
merely of heartache and alcohol, 
herein has been transformed to 
anthems: Roy Acuff and Ernest Tubb 
had to be included on Armed Forces 
radio for the country boys who tend to 
wind up on the front lines. Steel 
guitars became the voices of home for 
displaced Southerners who found 
themselves in ‘Detroit City” but 
“dreamed about those cotton fields 
back home.’’ Only recently have 
violins replaced fiddles on many 
records, and the love songs become 
tales of suburban marriage. 


The Old Ryman threw the sounds 
back through the night air to the 
mountains and sharecropped land 
that created them. Nashville had been 
a grimy Cumberland River mill town 
with some academic pretensions: it 
celebrated its centennial (1890) by 


erecting a concrete replica of the 
Parthenon. Through the Old Ryman, 
it became Music City. Record stores 
and recording attics became Music 
Row, and a billion-dollar business in 
everything from music publishing to 
the Country Music Wax Museum. 


Since 1925, Ryman Auditorium in Nashville has been the home of the Grand Ole Opry. Regular 
members ofthe Opry, The Coopers have been with the company 15 vears (lower photo). 


Success, American-style, breeds 
destruction, however, and, in a month, 
the Ryman will be vacant, waiting for 
demolition. Its bricks, originally put 
together to house one Tom Ryman’s 
Revival center, will be bulldozed, then 
remortared as a chapel at Opryland. 
There it will join a zoo — the Animal 
Opry — the Opry Plaza, the Carousel 
on the Lake Amusement Park, the “‘I 
Hear America Singing’’ musical 
revue — and the new Grand Ole Opry 
House, a 4,400-seat, cushioned, brick- 
and-concrete auditorium, that will 
double as the world’s largest recording 
studio. 

You are to be forgiven if you’ve 
noticed this particular drift of the 
culture. Most Northerners, 
understandably, don’t know country 
music stars from country hams, nor 
does the range of Nashville’s WSM 
penetrate the New England 
ionosphere. The Opry operators, too, 
have been cautious in their publicity. 
The amusement parks of Opryland 
have been open for two years, but the 
star tenant — the Opry itself — has 
delayed its residency. The Old Ryman 
is a place of myths — guided tours 
direct one’s attention to ‘‘the very 
stage on which Hank Williams sang” 
— and American myths, lacking 
replacements, seem to outlive the 
cultures that create them. The 
“Wabash Cannonball’ makes its run 
only when 70-year-old Roy Acuff lets 
the engine hum on the stage of the 
Ryman on Saturday nights. 


“Oh Singer, sing about the 
railroads 

Sing about the coal-shovin’ drivers 
On the LEN rails. 

Tell me how good it felt 

To gather ‘round a fire at the depot 
Because in my life I'll never get to 
ride 

The coal-burnin’ trains.”’ 


The two-dollar Grand Ole Opry 
History Picture Book chooses its words 
about Opryland carefully, with the 
care of an affluent child sending an 
aging parent to a nursing home. 
Promises are made. There is evidence 
uf passing guilt, but not enough to halt 
the inevitable. Visting days will soon 
pass unmarked, death a surprise only 
in that had not yet occurred. 


“The stage at the existing Opry 
House will be removed, board-by- 
board, and it will become part of 
the flooring of the new building ... 
Bricks from the current Opry 
House will be moved for walls 
facing inside the new structure, 
where those who revere the old- 
time things will be able to touch 
these walls and know from where 
they came ... Every effort has been 
made to make the new home spell 
pickin’ and singin’; country and 
western, and home folks welcome 
... only the location will change.” 


The same picture book concludes by 
noting that, ‘““The Grand Ole Opry is 
part of a corporate family that 
includes the National Life and 
Accident Insurance Company, WSM 
Radio and Television, and Opryland 
USA — all affiliates of NLT Corp.” 


“Take me back, oh singer take me

The Opry management had been 
worried about gas shortages, but in 
early January the Old Ryman was 
packed for both shows on Saturday 
night.

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Music: The Peacock Is On Parade

Seated at the piano during the 
second half of her Music Hall 
show last week Joni Mitchell 
began to flub the lines to ‘For 
Free,” her tribute to a non- 
mercenary musician. She 
stopped, cursed almost gaily 
and began to laugh, and the 
audience began to laugh with 
her. It was a far cry from the 
hide-behind-the-dulcimer days, 
when Joni’s stage presence was 
painfully meek and her voice a 
terrified instrument. In one of 
her innumerable self-analytical 
songs on her new album, Court 
and Spark, she sings ‘“The 
Peacock is afraid to 
parade/You’re under the thumb 
of the maid;” at the Music Hall, 
looking radiantly beautiful in a 
white pantsuit the first set and a 
scanty lame’ affair the second, 
Joni was clearly the peacock, 
relaxed, at the height of her 
muscial powers and unafraid to 
show it. Backed by Tom Scott 
and the L.A. Express, singing all 
but one of the songs from the 
new album, she gave what must 
rank as the best performance by 
a singer-songwriter in Boston 
since she herself was last in 


town, about a year and a half 


ago. 

Court and Spark, which fairly 
dominated the concert, is the 
realization of a three-year 
expansion of Joni’s musical 
powers. Blue punctuated the 
preciousness of Ladies of the 
Canyon, a beautiful but timid 
album; the tight song structures 
were broken down, more words 
were crammed into each line 
and Joni’s voice became huskier 
and more sensual. For the Roses, 
a trifle too self-indulgent for my 
tastes, suggested Joni wasmore a 
poet than a song-writer - more 
than ever her melodies followed 
the dictates of her lyrics; she 
began, though, to explore new 
rhythmic ideas and modes of 
accompaniment. 

Court and Spark is an 
extraordinarily dense album, 
one which is, at first, 
superficially appealing, but 
which shows its colors only 
through repeated listenings; 
eventually the less conventional 
melodies take shape and the 
overall coherence of the 
accompaniment, the 
appropriateness of the rich new 
instrumental sonorities, 
becomes apparent. The first 
songs to be noticed are the more 
conventionally melodic — ‘“‘Help 
Me,’ a love song with a 
beautifully conceived, bursting 
introduction; ‘‘Free Man In 


Paris,”’ a cleverly phrased 
exposition of a disenchanted 
stoker ‘‘of the star maker 
machinery behind the popular 
song; the rocking song of a 
prostitute, ‘‘Raised On 
Robbery,” which has a uniquely 
staged first verse; and the finale 
(also the concert’s finale), the 


song jazz singer Annie Ross put 


on the map, ““Twisted.” 

Gradually, though, the more 
subtle songs reveal their 
attributes. In “People’s Parties” 
Joni sound like she’s Sylvia 
Plath — “‘I feel like I’m sleeping 

. I’m just living on nerves and 
feelings . . . And coming to 
people’s parties/Fumbling deaf 
dumb and blind.” But we sense 
an indictment of the party itself, 
of the coldness and 
self-consciousness of the people 
attending it. ‘‘The Same 
Situation,” which wouldn’t have 
been out of place on Blue, is an 
authentic song of longing (Joni’s 
are perhaps the most authentic 
love songs being written today) 
laced with penetrating self- 
perception. But the song which 
takes longest to get to know, thc 
most troubling and definitive on 
the album, is “Troubled Child.” 
The lines “Up in a sterilized 
room/Where they let you be 
lazy” suggest either a mental 
institution or a Holiday Inn; 
wherever she is, the singer is 
making a bold and basic 
attempt to come to grips with 
herself, although she is “this 
weak and this spacey.” She pits 
the elements in her life against 
themselves — men are boyfriend 
and foe and she herself is a 
“peacock” fighting to get out 
from under “the thumb of the 
maid.”’ In the end she’s left with 
“only a river of faces looking for 
an ocean” who “trickle through 
your leaky plans, another dream 
over the dam.” 

Court and Spark is also a 
musical triumph; Joni has 
created for her songs of 
introspection a jazzy, mellow, 
L.A. musical setting thoroughly 
her own. But the album’s main 
strength is its artful revelation of 
emotion. In person, this process 
of revelation is even more 
affecting. 

Tom Scott and the L.A. 
Express preceded Joni onstage. 
A laid-back jazz-rock 
aggregation, the Express 
chugged through slow and fast 
funky grooves, offering 
perfunctory, almost rehearsed 
improvisation. Scott himself is 
essentially a sideman; his solos, 
like those of his cohorts, showed

off derivative but immaculately 
groomed chops. Only Robin 
Ford, on guitar, seemed to have 
something to say. 

Joni emerged to sing a rocking 
version of ‘‘This Flight 
Tonight,” not one of her best 
songs but one which sufficed to 
establish the evening’s upbeat 
tenor. “I’m A Radio” was slowed 
down and sensual and even more 
effective than the recorded 
rendition; “‘Free Man In Paris” 
and “This Train,” the first songs 
from the new. album, indicated 
what would occur all evening 
long — Joni’s performances, 
buoyed by a conceptually 
unified musical background, 
justified and elucidated the new 
material. This first set ended 
with a dark, moody blue 
rendition of ‘“‘Woodstock,”’ one 
of her songs (like “Urge For 
Going” and ‘“Clouds’) which 
first achieved success in the 
hands of another performer. 

After the first set there were 
rumbling in the audience that 
Joni, who had said barely a word 
thus far, was colder, more 


_distant and more impersonal 


than usual. It seemed to me-the 
presence of the band gave her an 


excuse to be somewhat more 
bold than she normally is on 
stage; not having to confront an 
audience alone, with her 
emotions completely up front, 
she was more distant, but she 
was also more assured. However, 
she appeared alone for the 
second set and was both 
intimate and everybit as assured 
as she had been during the first. 


She sang ‘“Waterwheel” (my 
favorite song from her early 
period) and two of the haunting 
love songs from Blue,‘‘All I 
Want” and “A Case Of You”’ 
before embarking on her only 
real rap of the night. By way of 
explaining the occasionally 
cryptic “For The Roses,”’ she 
discussed her sense of guilt 
about her material possessions 
and her need to get back to 
basics (with a surprising well- 
honed sense of humor.) And it 
seems the “‘applause”’ she hears 
in the song was, in fact, the 
rustling of a snow-laden arbutus 
tree, whose unusual properties 
Joni spent about five minutes 
describing. 


At the piano she sang an 
incredibly moving ‘‘Blue”’ 


(perhaps the concert’s emotional 
high point), flubbed the lines to 
“For Free” and, with the band 
back onstage, did ‘Trouble 
Child,” “Help Me” and “Up the 
Hill,” all from the new album. 
She finished with “Clouds” and 
a hard-rocking and eventually 
raucous “Raised On Robbery,” 
in which the Express, becoming 
a little too sure of itself, 
threatened to run off the track. 

The encores were passing 
strange — ‘‘Blonde In The 
Bleachers,’” not a top-notch 
Mitchell song, and “Twisted,” 
the scatting, facetious 
confession of a schizophrenic 
(whose presence on the album 
and in the concert was more 
confusing than disturbing). Joni 
performed the latter song sans 
instrument, at the mike, moving 
like a cocktail lounge singer, 
light years removed from the 
timid folksinger she once was. 
She was now infinitely alluring 
and she knew it. She had given a 
marvelous performance, and the 
audience was obviously madly 
in love with her; she had shown 
herself and had been approved. 
She had every right to act like 
the compleat peacock.

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James Montgomery Band: 
The First Time Back

The James Montgomery Band 
celebrated their homecoming, 
after their first album and 
national tour, by inaugurating 
the Performance Center I in 
Cambridge. The band was in 
splendid form, playing several of 
the tunes from First Time Out 
and a handful of possibilities for 
the next album, which they have 
already begun to think about. 
They threw us a bone in the 
form of one of their old 12-bar 
blues, the one about the girl 
with breakfast in her grocery 
bag, “by request.” And their 
performance of “Train” was 
driving on a full head of steam. 
No doubt about it, they were 
glad to be back. 


Their national campaign had 
been less than successful. 
Though they supported 
nationally known acts like 
Edgar Winter, Steve Miller and 
Black Oak Arkansas, the album 
failed to move anywhere but 
Boston (of course) and San 
Francisco (which James said 
was a terrific gig), mostly, 
according to James, because 


promotion men failed to get on 
the case, In Detroit, where half 
the band grew up, dealers 
seldom had First Time Out on 
the racks, and few of their old 
and new friends were able to buy 
it. The tour wasn’t satisfying 
aesthetically either: playing 
from a concert stage, with the 
lights in their eyes, they couldn’t 
see the audience enjoying 
themselves. 

But the tour gave them a new 
perspective on their craft. Under 
the stimulus of the road, they 
began to work out new 
arrangements. They bought a 
brace of little Fender “Champ” 
amps to use for dressing room 
inspirations and _ rehearsals. 
Most important for their future 
is their shift in attitude toward 
their musicianship: the 
rehearsal, once little different 
from (and sometimes occurring 
during) a performance, is now a 
session for real work — 
polishing, discussing, rejecting 
and adapting arrangements. 
James states that he no~ thinks 
nothing of practicing his harp 
work for four hours at a stretch 


on his own, and the rest of the 
band feel similarly. It’s working 
— the band at the Performance 
Center was already tighter and 
more professional (though with 
none of the_ glossy 
somnambulism usually called 
“commercial”) than the band 
that recorded the album. And, 
of course, their pleasure at being 
home helped too. 


They were happy to return for 
another reason. “I’ve just been 
all over the country,” said 
James, “and I tell you there’s no 
city with a local scene to 
compare to Boston.’’ He 
mentioned in particular the 
Chris Rhodes Band, who did 
their usual swell job and then 
some backing up Montgomery, 
with their part-time 
trombonist/ percussionist /go-go 
dancer Jimmy Smith in 
hilarious tow; Duke and the 


Drivers, whom James described 


as ‘‘really hot’’; The 
Sidewinders; and Providence’s 
skiffle band, Hamilton-Bates 


and the Blue Flames. I would -

Don Sebesky: GIANT BOX (CTI 
CTX 6031/32) 


Like the Arch de Triumph, 
Giant Box is a monument raised 
to honor an empire. Much has 
been made of the current revival 
of popular interest in jazz, and 
the consistent success of CTI 
record releases is both a result 
and a stimulant of that sudden 
popularity. The conceptual and 
marketing acumen of owner- 
producer Creed Taylor is often 
acknowledged, yet house 
arranger Don Sebesky is more 
precisely the nuts-and-bolts 
architect of the CTI sound. 
Sebesky has scored albums for 
Freddie Hubbard, Hubert Laws, 
Paul Desmond, George Benson, 
Jackie & Roy, and Milt Jackson; 
now all of these soloists show up 
(together with Grover 
Washington, Joe Farrell, Ron 
Carter, Bob James, Billy 
Cobham and Airto) for a two- 
record extravaganza with the 
most saleably orchestrator 
operating. 

A craftsman, not an 
innovator, Sebesky never leaves 
the safe middle ground of the 
middle-brow. His work can be 
spry and bright, as on “Psalm 
150,” the Old Testament set to 
Jim Webb music that finds 
Jackie & Roy, Hubbard, Carter 
and James praising the Lord 
convincingly amid an exultant 
orchestration. At its worst, 
however, the music cloys to the 
point of turning insipid, as when 
Sebesky sings his own Jonathan 
Livingston Seagullish lyric, 
“Fly” (JLS appears to have 
been the original inspiration for 
this package, with various types 
of birds in over half of the 
remaining titles). Most of what’s 
left falls somewhere in between; 


lightweight, occasionally 
pleasant, but unmemorable. 
It’s the glibness of the 
approach that dooms this album 
(and all too much of what 
Sebesky and Creed Taylor turn 
out) to the painlessness of 
Muzakdom. The “serious” or 
mass-appeal composer is used as 
source, and, more than ever, I’m 
convinced that the author’s 
name (or the piece’s name!) has 
more to do with program 
selection than musical 
considerations. The mingling of 
Stravinsky’s ‘‘Firebird’’ and 
Mahavishnu’s “Birds of Fire,” 
for example, is an idea that 
might have worked had Sebesky 
spent more time interweaving 
the themes as he does for a brief 
moment during the solos. The 
most distinct quality of the 
writing remains its economy; the 
orchestra never comes to 
dominate too much, even 
though it’s Sebesky’s album, 
because he is there to provide 
settings for soloists. 
‘ Most of the solo space goes to 
CTI’s big three, Grover 
Washington, Hubbard and 
Laws. Grover, as always, reveals 
some reserve ideas when not 
playing funk (“Free as a Bird”’) 
and gets stuck on the note- 
spouting treadmill as the mood 
gets down (‘‘Semi-Tough’’). 
Hubbard is at a plateau now, 
showing us all he can do 
(including straining a bit) in 
every solo, a dynamo who has 
his moments but is in desperate 
need of inspiration. Laws’ flute 
attack is very similar to 
Hubbard’s trumpet — his 
“Firebird/Birds of Fire’ solo 
could be a transcribed Hubbard 
passage — but Laws always has 
his axe under control. His flute 


technique is second to none, but” 


I have rarely been moved by his 
playing. Most of these men 
sound too complacent ir 
Sebesky’s Giant Box; like most 
improvisors, they perform better 
when, as Satchmo would say, 
it’s tight like that.

Horslips: THE TAIN (ATCO SD 


7036) 

Horslips on their second 
album manage to conjure 
references — Jethro Tull, Flash, 


and their electric British peers 
— never before associated with a 
folk band, while their lead and 
harmony vocals sound like those 
of the best American folk 
aggregations. But they are 
British, or more precisely Irish, 
and their tunes owe much of 


their structure to traditional - 


melodies (the band was 
recommended to us by the 
traditional JSD Band). Unlike 
JSD or Steeleye Span, however, 
they seek not to replicate the 
antique minstrelsy but to 
embellish these tunes, creating 
full-blown rock drama. They 
arm themselves with effective 
choices of instrumentation that 
would make any purist 
hemorrhage: where else in the 
world does an electric guitar jam 
with an Uillean piper (Jim 
Lockhart plays the traditional 
Irish bagpipes)? 

The subject matter of The 
Tain is the 2,000 year old Irish 
epic, “Tain Bo Cuailgne,” from 
the Ulster cycle of Heroic Tales, 
a story of war, strife and jealousy 
oddly paralleling Homer’s tales. 
In Horslips’ hands it is less grave 
and heroic; the narrative is 
weakened by the same sense of 
humor that graved their first 
album and in fact led them to 
adopt their bloody ridiculous 
name. But, aided by the 
indormative liner notes, they 
pull it off, from the martial 
introductions (played to ‘The 
Battle Hymn of Munster”) to 
the coda of “Time to Kill!” (The 
pun is intentional and the tune 
is a slip jig called ““The Humours 
of Whiskey.”’)

Teresa Brewer: MUSIC, MUSIC, 
MUSIC (FLYING DUTCHMAN 
AMSTERDAM AM 12013). 


What is Teresa Brewer doing 
on the avant-garde Flying 
Dutchman label? What am I 
doing giving a favorable review 
to a record with “Playground in 
My Mind” (aargh) on it? Well, 
there is method to this madness. 


The missing link is Flying 


_Dutchman producer Bob Thiele, 


who loves older jazz and swing, 
although he made his reputation 
as the producer of Coltrane and 


Pharaoh Sanders. As for me, ° 


well, when I was a kid, I used to 
identify with Teresa on TV 
because she was short and had a 
loud voice for someone so small 
— just like me. 


Personal weaknesses aside, 
this is a hell of a record. With 
big-voiced chanteusies back in 
fashion (Midler, Reddy, 
Maureen McGovern, etc.), 
Teresa is ready to make her 
move. And she always did rock, 
always had a funky lower 
register, and always was on the 
high-energy side. On this album 
Teresa rips some swing in front 
of a big band with such names as 
Bobby Hackett, Buddy Collette, 
Dennis Budimir, and Victor 
Feldman and sings stylish rock 
in front of London’s Head, 
Hands, and Feet. 

The best of the swing is a 
scorching version of the Andrews 
Sisters’ ‘“‘Bei Mir Bist Du 
Schon,’’ with a fantastic 
Hackett solo, and a straight- 
ahead reading of Louis 
Armstrong’s “Ol’ Man Mose” 
with great big-band work. 

Of the rock, Teresa shows 
surprising sympathy for two 
songs from Head, Hands and 
Feet’s book: ‘‘Music to the 
Man” and “Another Useless 
Day.” She and the Londoners 
even make some rock out of 
“Music, Music, Music” (You 
know — the one with ‘put 
another in, in the nickelodeon ’ 
in it), and take a good, but 
ultimately losing, shot at Chuck 
Berry’s “School Days.” 


“Delta Dawn,” between rock 


and big-band, best defines the 
album. If you liked this song on 
the radio for its punchy horns 
and powerful arrangement, you 
will really like this version. 
Helen Reddy sings it like a lame 
string section; Teresa Brewer 
sings it like a growling trumpet 
who has been there.

Charles Wright! DOING WHAT 
COMES NATURALLY 
(DUNHILL 50162) 

Kool and the Gang: WILD AND 
PEACEFUL (DELITE 2013) 


By 1969 soul music had 
reached a creative impasse. 
Most of the sixties Motown-Stax 
ideas had been run into the 
ground many times over and 
nothing new was really 
happening. But acid met Sly 
and soon a whole new brand of 
music began to flourish — street 
funk. 


Most of the funk bands 
popular now, groups like 
Mandrill, Buddy Miles, 
Bohannon and the post-Otis 
BarKays evolved out of the 
Sly/Hendrix/acid days. Kool 
and the Gang are one of the few 
bands (the Ohio Players are 
another) who have developed 
out of the more traditional 60’s 
horn-funk of the James Brown 
Band. 


The group surfaced in 1969 
with an instrumental called 
“Kool and the Gang” and since 
that time have managed to 
remain a consistent soul musical 
force by coming up with at least 
one unique horn-bass riff a year 
(‘‘Who’s Gonna Take The 
Weight,” “Good Times’’). 


Wild and Peaceful is a 
milestone album for the Gang. 
eIt’s the first time they’ve been 
able to put together three 
blockbuster riffs in a row — 
“Jungle Boogie,” “Funky Stuff” 
and ‘Hollywood Swinging.” 
Unfortunately, the Gang has yet 
to fill a whole album with that 
caliber of music and when they 
miss, they miss badly. 


Charles Wright has been a 
charter member of the 
Funkadelic Sound Club (along 
with people like Dyke and the 
Blazers, Alvin Cash and Harvey 
Scales) since his Watts 103rd St. 
days. He’s been a solo act for 
almost two years without any of 
the commercial success that he 
had with the group, so it’s 
somewhat baffling that Doing 
What Comes Naturally should 
be a double album, especially 
since it has only two sides of 
worthwhile music. The best of 
this is probably the finest six 
minutes of R&B this year (or 
last year); Doing What Comes 
Naturally is a relentless, 
stomping piece of music that 
opens with a New Orleans line 
chant and meanders through at 
least three tempo changes, 
pulled by Wright’s intentionally 
flat vocal and pushed by a band 
gone berserk.

‘Gatsby’

Readers with the memories of 
elephants may perhaps 
remember Bruce Dern, who 
made a brief appearance on 
these pages several weeks ago on 
behalf of The Laughing 
Policeman, a picture that 
needed all the help it could get. 
Those same readers may even 
remember a promise we made at 
that time, a promise that Bruce 
would soon be returning to talk 
about The Great Gatsby, which 
will be both his twenty-ninth 
film and his first shot at being a 
leading man. He plays Tom 
Buchanan, Daisy’s unfaithful 
husband and Gatsby’s smug 
rival, 

Gatsby is still a month and a 
half away, but open season on it 
apparently commenced last 
week. Newsweek, the news 
magazine that devotes its covers 
to the likes of Bette Midler and 
Marisa Berenson, proudly 
announced that the new Gatsby- 
Look Redford had all the 
earmarks of a real big star (as if 
we didn’t know — and as if they 
did), while Pauline Kael 
dropped a very dark hint that 
she wasn’t expecting to like the 
finished product. As for me, I 
think it all looks quite 


promising, at least on the basis 
of the evening I spent watching 
most of the principals (but not 
Redford) at work in Newport 
early last summer. But that’s a 
whole other story; meanwhile, 
let’s get back to Bruce. 

He says that Tom Buchanan 
has become a more important 
character in the~film version 
than he was in Fitzgerald’s 
book, largely because Jack 
Clayton, the film’s English 
director (Room At The Top), 
‘‘felt there should be no 
unsympathetic people in the 
picture, and in the book Tom is 
kind of an unsympathetic 
person.”” So even though there 
haven’t been any substantial 
changes to the story (“‘We made 
exactly what the book was’’), the 
author’s “bullying” of Tom and 
his mistress Myrtle have been 
toned down by making their 
relationship more affectionate 
(well, fuck Fitzgerald, man!’’). 
And other things that Fitzgerald 
only implied have been made 
more concrete (because “the 
problem with the book is it was 
never meant to be a 
screenplay”). The final scene 
between Buchanan and Nick 
Carraway, for instance, has been 


moved off Fifth Avenue and into 
the Plaza Hotel, and when their 
conversation is over Daisy 
makes an additional 
appearance, gushes at Nick 
(“she tells him about our new 
house, about how it’ll be ready 
in the fall when we come back 
from France, and that he’s got to 
be there on her left or right or 
wherever the fuck it is she likes 
him to sit”). Then Daisy waltzes 
out the door with her husband, 
servants, daughter and luggage, 
leaving “Nick and the audience 
totally devastated, knock wood 
three times.” 

Dern thinks that scene, as it’s 
played, builds up “tremendous 
empathy” for Tom Buchanan. 
“Because you realize, hey — this 
guy did get kind of a rough 
thing. We’ve seen him for two 
hours and fifteen minutes now, 
he’s not a bad guy, it’s not a 
crime what he was doing. I mean 
do you realize, folks, that the 
woman he lives with never even 
bothered to tell him she was 
driving the car all this time? Do 
you realize that he lost, in forty- 
five minutes of one afternoon, 
the only two women that ever 
meant anything to him in his 
life? One of ’em ran out and the 


other one was run over in a car 
by some ridiculous asshole in a 
pink suit. Are you telling me 
that he shouldn’t feel a little 
justified that the guy died?” 

Dern himself obviously feels 
empathy and a half for Tom, 
and he says Mia Farrow got 
sufficiently immersed in Daisy 
for them to wind up arguing 
about their characters’ morals 
after the filming was completed. 
“When Mia finally saw it, she 
said ‘I never realized how 
sensational you are in the film, 
this is gonna make you a giant 
movie star.’ I says, ‘Honey, I 
already am a giant movie star, 
don’t you know that?’ And she 
says, ‘Well, to me y’ain’t.’ She 
just wasn’t aware of it, she 
thought I was some underground 
hero or something. Well I know 
I'm not any giant movie star, 
but I been in this business 
seventeen years now, I don’t 
need her to tell me. 

“Anyway, at the end of it she 
said, “The thing you must really 
be pleased with is that this 
marks the end of your villainous 
days.’ And I said, ‘Honey, 
what’re you talkin’ about? Mia, 
when you and I are walkin’ 
through that door at the end of 


that movie, you better be 
resigned to the fact that you and 


* | are going to be the arch-villains 


of American cinema for the next 
thirty years.’” 

“She said, ‘You’re kidding.’ I 
said, ‘Kidding? What the fuck 
do you think Daisy ...?’” 

“She said, ‘Tom is the one 
who’s the heavy, Daisy’s not a 
heavy. And I said, ‘What’re you 
talkin’ about? How ’bout the 
night you were drivin’ the 
fuckin’ car, how come you never 
told-me that?’” 

““Oh. Oh, you mean Nick the 
little pimp, he never told you 
that?’” 

Dern’s opinion of Mia 
Farrow’s acting ability has 
apparently risen considerably as 
a result of Gatsby (“I mean, I 
figure that when I go to work 
with somebody that tells me 
they spent six months on a 
mountain top with the 
Maharishi, there’s no way 
they’re gonna get three straight 
takes the same way. But, uh, she 
did it’). He also says the most 
interesting thing about Gatsby 
for him was seeing so many 
different acting styles brought 
together in one picture. He 
describes Farrow’s method as 
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equipment.

“Then there’s Redford, who’s 
thoroughly into this thing of the 
Western Man and all that — 
very thoroughly professional, 
not thrilled to rehearse, © but 
when it comes time to do it he’ll 
do it. And then there was Sam 
(Waterston, playing Nick 
Carraway), who hadn’t had a lot 
of training in front of the 
camera, so he was scared. They 
shot his last scene in the movie 
the very first day, and it made 
him sorry he ever entered the 
business.” As for Lois Chiles, 
who plays Jordan Baker, “this 
was only her second movie, 
really her first time where she 
had to carry a real load. She had 
a rough time with Streisand on 
The Way We Were.” 

Dern’s own style — he used to 
teach acting, and married one of 
his students — is very 
motivation-oriented, and he 
thinks that training should have 
helped more than it did on The 
King of Marvin Gardens, a 
picture that might have been an 
enormous success (its director, 
Bob Rafelson — or “Curly,”’ as 
Dern calls him — was hot off of 
Five Easy Pieces when he made 
it) and instead wound up as a 
disaster, 


“T’ll never forgive myself for 
it. We knew there were a lot of 
things that weren’t connected, 
and we asked a lot of questions 
— why? Where are we coming 
from? What have we just been 
doing ten minutes before this, 
what’s the next step? Why are 
we on horses — where did the 
horses come from, what is 
that?” 


His Rafelson imitation: 
‘Fuckin’ genre shot, whatta you 
care what they are, just get on 
the horse and sit there. Lookit 
the shot; I’m cuttin’ to the 
elephant afterward, I mean 
they’ll love it.’ Well, how ’bout 
the fact that they didn’t love it, 
Curly, deal with that, hahahaha 


Dern’s business acumen is 
usually a lot sharper than it was 
that time (and certainly worlds 
sharper than Rafelson’s, who 
announced during the shooting 
that a certain seven-second 
scene had given him 
‘“‘goosebumps,’’ and that 
“goosebumps in one scene in a 
movie means fifteen mil”). He 
was smart enough to turn down 
Cinderella Liberty for Gatsby, 
and he was also smart enough to 
turn down the Johnny Boy part 
in Mean Streets two years ago, 
when it was still titled Season of 
the Witch, “because I’m not a 
ethnic Italian, I told Marty that 


I just couldn’t do that. Just like 
Rob DeNiro couldn’t play Tom 
buchanan. The difference is, 
he’d try.” 

Open season or not, it’s still 
way too early to make any 


responsible guesses about 
Gatsby’s success, and even Dern 
isn’t doing that yet. Still, it’s 
hard to imagine how the thing 
could miss. “No it ain’t,” says 
Bruce. “Catch-22 missed, and it 


cost twenty-two million dollars. 
And people don’t like to be 
hyped about something for a 
year in advance and then not 
have it live up to their 
expectations.”

BUSTING. Produced by Irwin

“If that’s a havana,”’ growls 
the vice sergeant giving his 
stogie the once-over, “Castro 
can keep the whole fucking 
country.” 

Now that’s not really very 
funny, though it is reckoned to 
be so by certain citizens, and 
these citizens happen to be none 
other than Peter Hyams (the 
movie scribe and director of 
Busting) and United Artists (the 
moneybags who own said movie 
and would be in clover if you 
would buy a ticket to see and 
hear their latest). 

And if what you hear doesn’t 
amuse you more than a little, 
that may be because Busting 
was not written (by Damon 
Runyon, as it should have been) 
with pen and wit, but with 
camera — practically acrobatic 
camera — and it is therefore 
heavy on style and color, short 
on story and sense. Once the 
style becomes familiar the film 
appears insubstantial, though it 
is at times genuinely 
entertaining despite its less 
inviting implications. 

Trouble is, Busting is a late 
entry in a race that has already 
been run, though nobody 
thought to tell certain parties 
that this is the case. A picture 
about beleagured but 
goodhearted vice cops is about 
as fresh as a re-issue of The 


Strawberry Statement. 

There is good story potential 
in the conceit that somewhere in 
a fight crowd or a hospital 
corridor a certain illegal white 
powder passes from one party to 
another, but Hyams believes in 
driving his clues into the ground, 
till suspense itself takes a 
powder. So I’m tempted to 
dismiss the whole thing as a 
cliche thriller which is a closet 
homage to Stanley Donen, a 
sensible director of musicals. 
After all, the color scheme — red 
scenes, green scenes, chrome 
yellow scenes — is exactly like 
Donen’s On the Town. And for a 
non-musical cop picture, there is 
an incredible amount of dancing 
in the film. 


What Busting does have in its 
favor, however, is a_ brilliant 
coup by casting director Hoyt 
Bowers, who assembled four of 
the finest comics of a particular 
age group (early thirties) and 
cast them in dramatic roles. All 
acquit themselves memorably. 

Allen Garfield excellently 
plays Carl Rizzo, a jovial vice 
lord with just a suggestion of 
potential vulnerability. Garfield 
is, in fact, the third lead in the 
picture after a consistently 
comic and rumpled Elliott 
Gould, and a not nearly so well 
defined Robert Blake. Michael 
Lerner is a veteran of TV 
comedy episodes. Slobby and 
overweight, he is unalloyed in 
his insidiousness as a 
pornography salesman and vice 
ring middle man- 

The other two have done only 
minor roles in studio pictures, 


with their major work in cheap 
exploitation genres. Antonio 
Fargas, a cockeyed cricket of a 
man, is positively smashing as a 
sado-masochistic gay barfly, in a 
brief but incandescent role. And 
Sid Haig, the most nearly 
typecast of the quartet, plays a 
bodyguard to Garfield (silent, 
stupid sadists-for-hire having 
been his studio stock in trade).

FIVE ON THE BLACK HAND

Five On the Black Hand Side 
is a middle class drawing room 
comedy of the type that a 
pleasant but conservative 
Midwestern speech teacher 
might choose for a high school 
performance. It concerns a 
middle class black family of five, 
the head of which is a self-made 
man, the owner of his own 
barber shop. The comedic 
situations arise from a conflict 
that is middle class and not 
black; the wife is sick and tired 
of being pushed around by her 
smug tyrant of a husband. This 
situation has been somehwat 
over-exposed, from Lysistrata to 
“All In the Family.” I don’t 
know what a black audience 


would find particularly 
entertaining about such a 
situation, considering the 
handling it receives in the film. 
Perhaps the producers thought 
that while the jokes were stale, 
at least the film was unique to 
the extent that there haven't 
been too many black middle 
class drawing room comedies. 

The film betrays its stage 
origins in a series of long, static 
sequences set in single rooms. 
The most amusing of these takes 
place in the Black Star Barber 
Shop where the proprietor, Mr. 
Brooks, and customers carry on 
a running dialogue on how to 
handle women while an 
assortment of crazy street 
people stick their heads through 
the door and deliver earthy raps. 
For a short time the comedy 
becomes funny and uniquely 
black — “Rolls Royce,”’ the tipsy 
numbers runner, delivers a 
wonderful, glib, meaningless 
sermon while he collects bets; 
the member of a black liberation 
group preaches a funny, nervous 
militancy; a woman member of 
the Salvation Army tries in vain 
to solicit donations, while the 
shoeshine man battles with her 
at the door to prevent her 
entrance. 

Then — poof! — it’s back to 
the staid Brooks household 
where Mrs. Brooks develops her 
strategy to win self-respect and 
household autonomy, and we are 
back in television land. Leonard 
Jackson, as the bug-eyed Mr. 
Brooks, does a fine job, speaking 
his lines with the clipped 
formality of a self-righteous 
colonel. All of the acting is 
excellent. However, Black Hand 
was seen on a bill with Black 
Belt Jones, which was 
considerably funnier.

populated the parking lots 
squeezed among the alleys and 
“honky-tonks” that surround 
“Opry Place.” With the move to 
Opryland only eight weeks 
away, an undercurrent of 
sentimentality was already in 
evidence. Roy Acuff, the 70-year- 
old music publisher millionaire 
who’s sung nearly the same 
songs on 30 years at the Opry, 
welcomed people. “I’m glad you 
got to come out to see us here at 
the Old Ryman.” Outside, 
where ticket-seekers filled the 
sidewalks, Acuff once played the 
fiddle and yo-yoed — hoping for 
an invitation inside. 

Nothing describes the Opry as 
it will remain for a few more 
weeks as well as “old-timey.” 
It’s like living through a 50-mile 
Burma Shave billboard, or a 
series of Mail Pouch Tobacco 
barnsides. The closest kin 
extant to minstrelry.. It’s 
actually as folksy as it sounds on 
late-night radio, a makeshift 
legend, with things left to 
chance and spontaneity that 
television would never permit. It 
is only in recent years that mod 
haircuts (styled hair not “‘long’’) 
and television clothing color 
schemes appeared on stage — 
although they still don’t 
dominate. 

The Opry is a succession of 
half-hour shows of perhaps half 
a dozen performers. Each show 
has its own perennial sponsor 
and a unique background 
curtain, held up by sand-bags 
and pulleys. You have not 
known Americana until seeing 
the hand-painted pigs on the 
Rudi’s Farm Sausage canvas, or 
the yellow, self-rising biscuits 


from Martha White Corn Flour 
(“goodness gracious it’s good”’), 
or the hearty Tennessee plowboy 
clad in Stephen’s work clothes. 
Bidding is expected to run high 
when those are auctioned before 
the move. 

“On the Air” signs flash .on, 
and trios in cowboy hats crowd 
one microphone to perform live, 
singing commercials. (Coke and 
Union Oil insist on tapes). “Hi 
friends, this is your old pal Hank 
Snow, the Singin’ Ranger, here 
for Beechnut Chewin’ Tobacco.” 
An 9n-stage announcer lifts his 
arms as applause cues. 

The audience seldom fails to 
respond. This is not a mere 
collection of spectators — it is a 
constituency. Most of the 
upwards of 30 Opry performers 
have a cheering section. Country 
singers were running for political 
office long before Ronald 
Neagan; ‘‘Governor’” Jimmie 
Davis parlayed “You Are My 
Sunshine” into eight years in 
the Baton Rouge Governor’s 
Mansion in the ’40’s. 

So close are the musician and 
the audience that without the 
trademark country singer styles 


— the sequined suits, the pearl 


in-laid guitar necks, hair- 
sprayed wigs and waves — the 
two might be indistinguishable. 
When the folks from Sevierville, 
Tenn., come out to see their 
native daughter Dolly Parton 
sing about her ‘Tennessee 
Mountain Home”’ they want to 
be sure she looks as much like a 


~_ star as any celluloid favorite — 


they’ve paid to put her there. 
Of course she can’t forget them 
either — her new mansion has 
not only a special wig room, but 
fireplace logs from the log cabin 
where Dolly was born. Only the 
location has changed. 

Clutching souvenir programs. 
destined for scrapbooks, older

couples. come backstage in 
search of favorites. There’s not 
much exclusivity to the wings, 
especially if. you’re cordial to 
Officer Bell, the guard for 20 
years. The stars are all drinking 
Coke or Dr. Pepper, wandering 
through cardboard dressing 
rooms. 

“It’s good to see you folks 
tonight,” Jeannie C. Riley, an 
Opry favorite adorned in white 
leather thigh boots, her hair 


piled and styled, discusses the 
show with some home folks, 
unadorned in colorless mail 
order specials. “I hope y’all 
didn’t have no trouble drivin” 

A shiny-haired country boy in 
a baggy suit gets an audience 
with the Opry manager. An 
underling in a mod haircut 
makes the introductions. “This 
is the author of those songs I was 
telling you about.’’ Webb 
Pierce, whose Cadillacs have his 


name engraved on the side, 
wrote his first songs between 
selling shoes at Sears. 

This is the Ryman. People, at 
least some, don’t plan to’ come 
here, they aspire to it, and some 
will never make it. Like George 
McNeil, who helped run an 
upstage New York rooming 
house when I knew him. He’d go 
out to the local roadhouses at 
night, get too drunk on shots 
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Continued from page 9 ———— 
and beer, and listen to what he 
called “‘western music.” Once he 
came home with a record. He 
had played it so many times on 
the jukebox he decided he would 
buy it. The bartender wouldn’t 
let him, but old George offered 
five dollars and finally the 
bartender agreed. It was a song 
by Hank Willimas Jr., called 
“The Old Ryman.” When it got 
to a line about “‘if only that old 
stage could talk,”’ George began 
tocry. 


.. If you ever stumbled on 
Willis Gap, snaking through the 
Clinch Mountains in Southwest 
Virginia, you might remember 
that it’s named for the 
Elizabethan ancestors of my 
friend Mike. He was raised for 
awhile around there — before 
the family moved to Winston- 
Salem — near where the Carter 
Family first sang on radio, where 
the fiddiers’ conventions are still 


popular, though mostly with 
tourists. He and his daddy 
picked tobacco, sometimes 


living in an abandoned school 
bus: For a while, way back in the 
country, his daddy ran a water 
mill. They made stone ground 
flour and Mike would take it

around a circuit of grocery stores 
that bought regularly. The big 
cloth sacks they’d reuse. 

Lately he lives in a high-rise, 
motel-like apartment, makes 
payments on two cars, and 
works in the sports department 
of a major metropolitan 
newspaper. He considered going 
to the Opry with me, but of all 
the bad luck, that was too close 
to Super Bowl week. He never 
hesitated to leave the South for 
New York, and thought about 


trying to lose his accent — 
anything that smacks of poverty 
must be exorcised. His regrets 
began subtly when he saw “The 
Last Picture Show.”’ Hank 
Williams sang “‘Lovesick Blues” 
while the pcik-ups picked up the 
dust, and Mike began 
remembering. “That was the 
first music I heard man,” he’d 
say. ““My daddy would sing like 
that. I thought that was my 
daddy singin’.’”’ He backed up 
the casette recorder, listened to 


the song again, and began to 
talk about when he might be 
ready to move back down home. 
Of course there aren’t too many 
openings for sportswriters 
around Willis Gap ... 


“Oh Singer, sing me an old 
song 

About the cotton bales 

Tell me how the good earth 
feels 

Below the high-wide cotton 
‘Cause in my life I'll never 


fall down on my knees in the 
fields.” 


There’s no gain in blaming 
anyone for the onset of 
Opryland, just as there is no 
blaming the West Virginia poor 
who’ve scattered trailer homes 
around pastoral valleys. Wood 
for log cabins has become 
expensive. 

The breakdown of cultures 
has become cliche — and it’s not 
like anyone will go to Opryland 
against their will. We continue 
to move — the question that 
remains is the nature of what 
will fill the vacuums created by 
breathless transience. Opryland 
provides one answer. It is not in 
itself the aesthetic affront it 
might be. It exhibits some care 
in design, a little better than pre- 
fab, although even the best of 
poured concrete would hardly fit 
on farm lands. Nonetheless, it 
will be a rather ghoulish 
monument to self-exploitation. 
Like the Cherokees who 
preceded them to the Smoky 
Mountains, Opry stars will 
become quaint natives on their 
own, financially rewarding 
reservation. The musical glories 
of coincidence will be demeaned 
by design. This is our cultural 
middle-age. Go to Opryland, 
you may enjoy it. But remember 
that Earl Scruggs never took 
banjo lessons. 
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Art: Figurative Dreams Realist Alienation

It is surprising to find that 
contemporary “‘realist’”’ painting 
seems to be the most difficult for 
critics to handle. The easy 
assumption might be that 
abstract painting must be more 
difficult to discuss and evaluate 
because abstract paintings owe 
no debt to appearances. To the 
unindoctrinated' eye, 
abstraction probably appears to 
be a mode that permits all sorts 
of arbitrariness to pass for 
conscious decision and in 
general lets fraudulence pass as 
disguised innovation. But in the 
recent history of art, abstract 
painting and criticism have 
become so interlaced that most 
critics find it easier to parse an 
abstract work than a new 
figurative one. Indeed it seems 
that figuration, not abstraction, 
has become the mode most 
receptive of an artist’s more 
private or obsessive interests, 
while abstraction is practiced 
with a consciousness of critical 
mousetraps on every side set to 
snap at any “mis-step” or self- 
indulgence on the artist’s part. 

Two interesting shows of 
contemporary figurative 
painting, Jack Beal’s at Boston 
University’s School of Fine and 
Applied Arts Gallery, and 
Horacio Torres’ at the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts, confirm 
these notions. 
Sensual Illumination 

I’ve seen several of Beal’s one- 
man shows in New York, but 
John Arthur’s selection of his 
work for BU is the best 
presentation of it I’ve seen yet. 
Light is such a powerful element 
in Beal’s pictures that they seem 
to light up the space in which 
they’re shown. (A slightly 
cramped installation actually 
seems to favor the paintings 
here.) Beal uses light not just as 
a dramatic or atmospheric 
device but as a means of 
structuring his extremely 
complicated compositions. 
Shadows in his work are not just 
tokens of volume or depth, they 
are decisive shapes and color 
areas as important as the most 
clearly illuminated parts of a 
picture. Because he makes 
differences in hue as important 
as differences in value, and by 


his generous use of orange, he 
gets an illusion of light that is 
crisp and terrifically sensuous — 
seemingly warm and cold — at 
the same time. The illumination 
in Beal’s pictures always seems 
to be evening light whose very 
intensity threatens to engulf 
everything in shadow. This may 
account for the dreamlike 
quality of many of the paintings. 
Like dreams, they are very hard 
to remember in detail; what you 
remember is a certain number of 
details and a pervasive tonality. 
And, as in dreams, we have an 
ambiguous sense of our point of 
view in Beal’s later pictures. 
(This kind of ambiguity is 
gotten in some of the earlier 
paintings by the inclusion of 
“‘mirrors.”?) We seem to see 
things from above normal eye 
level, yet everything looks a bit 
larger than normal, as if we had 
resumed childhood’s eyes. In 
some of his most powerful 
pictures, like ‘‘Nude with 
Patterned Panel” and “Nude 
with Green Chair,” he seems to 
describe a sensibility that is 
arrested by its own perception of 
physical structure in what is just 
a pattern of light and shadow. 

In formal terms, I think it is 
just this, the convincing 
presentation of incidental 
illumination as a starkly 
physical coherence, that sets 
Beal’s paintings way above the 

eneral run of contemporary 
igurative art. For when he 
succeeds in these terms, he 
paints a perception rather than 
a subject, a perception to which 


every aspect of the subject is 


appropriate. In this sense, he is 
the figurative counterpart of 
Ellsworth Kelly. 

There is an undeniable 
atmosphere of sensuality in 
Beal’s work that occasionally 
crests in the open eroticism of a 
picture like “Nude on Chaise 
with Shell Sofa.’ Here the 
shapes of the figure’s buttocks, 
which are just about dead center 
in the canvas; are repeated by 
the soft scalloped profile of the 
sofa. The sofa is also a kind of 
fantasy-object, a many-fingered 
hand. Elsewhere in Beal’s 
pictures, the nude is more 
submerged, sometimes almost

to the point of disappearance, as 
in “Girl in a Canvas Chair.” 
Beal’s portraits are his 
weakest paintings generally. 
The centrality of focus 
demanded by a portrait subject 


does not work well with Beal’s - 


way of realizing a picture. “The 
Architect” is one of the best of 
his portraits that I’ve seen. 
Notice, though, that he locks the 
figure into the picture by having 
her touch all four sides of it. And 
don’t miss the self-portrait 
tacked to the wall behind “‘The 
Architect,” the artist presiding 
over his subject from within the 
picture, also perhaps mocking 
the traditional feminity of the 
Muse. (The portrait subject here 
is writing, and she’s a woman.) 
Realist Anachronism 

Horacio Torres (who is the son 
of the painter Joaquin Torres- 
Garcia) paints in a mode that 
might be called realist 
anachronism. Apparently it 
came time for curator Kenworth 
Moffett to have the Museum 
endorse a contenrporary 
figurative artist. Torres’s 
paintings have just the right 
bland laconic quality to permit 
them to serve the ends of a 
particular formalist critical 
notion. There is a detailed 


historical argument intended to 
show that a certain brand of 
abstract painting has uniquely 
inherited seriousness and the 
potential for “high art” from the 
art of the past. It would be easy 
to shore up that argument if you 
could find a realist who paints 
with the proper look of 
detachment, alienated from just 
the right aspect of picture- 
making. Torres fits the bill. He, 
according to Moffett’s 
argument, is alienated from the 
possibility of unself-consciously 
painting like Titian, and this 
alienation is the subject of his 


work. The alienation, the felt 


detachment of the work’s 
execution, is nothing less than 
an awareness that the impulse 
to paint figuratively is going 
against the historical grain 
because the mainstream of art 
history is flowing through color- 
field painting at present. Torres 
supposedly shows that one can’t 
earnestly or honestly make an 
historically appropriate 
figurative painting because 
(critical) conditions don’t 
permit it. To indulge the 
figurative impulse and still have 
a chance at an art historical 


prize, you have to do the whole 


thing in quotes. But they have to 


be the right kind of quotes; they 
have to seem inevitable. For just 
as it’s not possible to say certain 
words in some contexts without 
their sounding so ironic that 
they seem to put themselves in 


. quotes, anyone versed in modern 


painting will recognize that you 
can’t paint like Titian or Rubens 
today without a special kind of 
detachment or ignorance. At 
least that’s how the argument 
goes. 

Torres does cropped, draped 
nudes that signal his awareness 
of Rubens, . Titian, Velazquez, 
and Cezanne. Signalling the 
artist’s awareness of the past is 
about all these paintings do. 
They are a trifle too dull to 
describe, and if you set aside 
Moffett’s argument, they show 
themselves to be competent, 
ordinary academic paintings. 
They look like they would only 
signal their civilized irony in a 
formal exhibition situation. 
Once removed to the corridor, 
say, or into a carelessly 
decorated home, they’d 
probably look utterly straight 
and boring. For the benefit of 
those who think abstraction is a 
hoax, I’ve never seen abstract 
paintings as dependent as 
Torres’ are on an accompanying 
critical caption. 


Insofar as Torres’ work 


satisfies the requirements of the 
formalist argument, it sidesteps 
the really interesting issue, the 
nature of self-consciousness. If 
Moffett is right, Torres reveals 
nothing about self-consciousness 
as a moral aspect of modern 
sensibility. He does nothing to 
articulate the experience of 
remoteness from one’s own 
actions; he only lets us know 
that this is his experience when 
trying to paint. And he doesn’t 
give us any reason to care; 
Moffett tries hard to provide a 
reason, but who can care much 
for such an attenuated 
argument? 

Moffett claims to believe that 
Torres may be ‘‘the best 
figurative artist painting 
today.” I find this hard to take 
seriously considering that 
Georgia O’Keefe, Ralston 
Crawford, and Jack Beal, for 
that matter, are still painting. 
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I have excluded you except

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Promises for Workers’ Utopia

FALSE PROMISES: The Shaping 


of American Working Class 
Consciousness by Stanley 
Aronowitz; McGraw-Hill, 1973; 
465 pages; $10. 


Newspapers have the virtue of 
inclusiveness. Any subject and 
form is acceptable in newsprint. 
Sports, personal confession, 
expose, and thoughtful analysis 
can lie side by side without 
corruption. Yet what makes a 
newspaper artful often appears 
chaotic in permanent cloth 
binding. Stanley Aronowitz’s 
attempt to synthesize a wide 
range of material on the 
American working class into a 
cogent analysis and strategy, 
over 400 pages long, seems bulky 
rather than impressive. It is a 
pastiche of truism and assertion 
instead of a refined essay of 
history and belief. 

The question posed since the 
earliest American labor histories 
has been: why is there no labor 
party in the United States? 
While the European working 
classes imbibed socialism and 
formed labor parties, however 
reformist, the American working 
class, which has a more militant 
strike record than any other, has 
steadfastly remained in the rut. 
Is this because of False 
Promises, the title of 
Aronowitz’s book? 

Aronowitz provides capsule 
analyses of sports, the rise of the 
service sector of the economy, 
the image of workers in the 


media, and an autiobiography of 


the fifties. He does not clearly 
state the intention of his writing 
and neglects to summarize his 
findings. Because his selected 
critiques do not carefully focus 


on a central theme the effect of 


his effort is diminished. 

The most compelling piece of 
scholarship in False Promises in 
the chapter on “The Formation 


of the American Working 
Class.” The successive waves of 
immigration to America pro- 
vided a workforce to fill the 
mills, mines and offices. The 
hierarchy of skills and wages 
that emerged from the growth of 
the industrial system imprinted 
itself on labor. The moment of 
arrival in the New World and 
the nature of the society left 
behind usually determined 
position in the laboring ranks. 
Those’*from northern and 
western European countries, 
where industrialism had already 
made a significant impact, 
moved up the ladder when the 
eastern and southern Europeans 
docked at Ellis Island. The 
development of an aristocracy of 
labor in America was closely 
related to cultural heritage. The 
fragmentation of the working 
class in the nation of nations 
frustrated systematic 
organization and cooperation. 
Aronowitz fails to apply these 
conclusions demonstrated long 
ago by professional historians, to 
the very political problems he 
raises in his book. He devotes a 
chapter to the composition and 
consciousness of the youthful 
workforce at the GM plant in 
Lordstown, Ohio, scene of 
repeated strikes, but never 
brings his elaborate history of 
ethnicity to bear on this. The 
relationship of ethnicity to 
young workers is unexamined, 
although Aronowitz proclaims in 
his final chapter that the decline 
of ethnicity has contributed to 
the militancy of the young. 

If False Promises can be said 
to have a dominant thesis it is 


that unions are primary 


obstacles to revolutionary 
consciousness among the 
working class. Aronowitz says 
that he used to think “that the 
unions played a generally 
progressive role in US social 


struggles and that workers could 
never achieve socialist 
consciousness until they had 
learned how to struggle for their 
immediate demands and take 
control of their own unions. This 
book represents a departure 
from these views...” He states 
further that unions are ‘‘a 
deterrent to the workers’ 
initiative” and are “objectively 
serving corporate interests.” 
Unions will be used less and less 
by workers, even in economic 
struggle, as political awareness 
grows. Aronogitz suggests that 
wildcat strikes, bypassing the 
union structures completely, are 
rehearsals for the glorious 
insurrection that will 
spontaneously occur without 
any positive trade union role. 

The recent wave of labor 
action shows, however, the 
intimate connection between 
dramatic militance and 
organization. The truckers’ 
sitdown and shut-down was 
catalyzed by the Midwest-based 
Fraternal Association of Steel 
Haulers, a dissident group 
within the Teamster union, and 
the California-based Overdrive 
magazine. FASH in particular 
has had a long running battle 
with the Teamster leadership. 
The truckers activity has forced 
Teamster president Fitz- 
simmons, Nixon’s closest labor 
ally, to reopen negotiations in 
the 1973 contract. 

In steel, the challenge to I.W. 
Abel’s brand of collaborative 
unionism, marked by a no-strike 
contract and ads paid for by US 
Steel that feature the union 
president promoting everlasting 
harmony between the classes, is 
spearheaded by a variety of 
organizations. The Rank and 
File Team, the Steelworkers 
National Rank and File 
Committee, the Ad Hoc 
Committee of Concerned

Steelworkers, and Workers for 
Democracy seek to remake the 
union into a democratic, 
militant force; they are suing the 
union leaders for not bringing 
the no-strike agreement to a 
general membership vote. 
Groups and individuals 
including labor priest Mgsr. 
Charles Owen Rice, historian 
Staughton Lynd, survivors of a 
long buried sect known as the 
United Labor Party, the 
Communist Party, and 
remnants of the Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Union that merged with 
the USW have all participated 
in the attempted reconstruction 
of the Steelworkers Union. If 
activism from the workers is 
forthcoming, the next upsurge of 
labor will most likely produce a 
union reformation, as has been 
the case in the past. Wildcat 
strikes often effecting of internal 
labor politics; they will not 
succeed as insurrection before 
they force changes in the unions. 
Aronogitz has drawn a general 
principle from the conduct of 
labor during the past quarter- 
century and shaded all his 
observations with it. He is | 


certain that unions are 
ultimately ‘reactionary. 
Unfortunately, the British 
Tories remain unconvinced in 
the face of a sustained union 
defense of living standards. 
There has been no general union 
wage offensive in the US since 
1946; in the Cold War period 
that followed, leftists of all 
manner were purged from 
organized labor and firm 
adherence to the imperial 
banner became a prerequisite to 
union leadership. One union 
that retains the old CIO spirit, 
1199, the hospital workers 
union, is the only one so far to 
take on the Cost of Living 
Council official overseer of the 
decline of real income. 

The 1199 strike against the 
CLC was not revolutionary but 
is the kind of act that is essential 
if any left is to develop in labor, 
not to mention allowing workers 
to survive nixonomics in decent 
shape. The belief that unions 
will not play a crucial part in a 
popular American socialist 
movement is at best confused. 
Unions are already a site of 
conflict between the incipient 
labor left and the entrenched 
bureaucracy. 

False Promises has been in 
print for several months and is 
already outdated. Its author 
writes that radical 
“consciousness will never arise 
in America from abject material 
deprivation... Workers know 
that American capitalism has 
not reached a dead end.’’ Maybe 
so, but the economy has made 
some intriguing feints and the 
truckers’ action indicates how 
delicately the balance has been 
maintained. Aronowitz couples 
a pessimistic assessment of the 
potential of unions with utopian 
expectation. He rejects a long 
march. This is the short view of
